Kopp vs. Brown 


E’VE HAD a lot of disagree- 

ments with Quentin Kopp 

over the years. In fact, if you 
took a sample of key issues facing San 
Francisco and California over the past 
decade or so (rent control, growth 
limits, Prop. 13, Rose Bird, etc.) you’d 
probably find Kopp and the Bay Guard- 
ian on opposite sides most of the time. 
And most of the time, you’d probably 
find us in agreement with Willie Brown. 

But as we were reminded yet again 
in putting together this issue, Kopp has 
always been accessible, and generally 
accountable, to his constituents. He 
(generally) doesn’t hide from tough 
questions, he (usually) doesn’t duck 
tough issues and he doesn’t try to 
blame all his problems on the press. 
Brown does all that, and more. 

Two weeks ago, we reported that 
Kopp’s chief of staff, Jack Davis, was 
also working for the Coalition for Bet- 
ter Housing, a private real estate in- 
dustry group, at $1,500 a month. The 
coalition is active in local politics, and 
is busy right now fighting Harry Britt’s 
new vacancy control proposals. 

There’s nothing illegal about Davis 
supplementing his state salary (of 
$51,000 a year) by working in his spare 
time for a group that lobbies city of- 
ficials in San Francisco. Kopp is no 
longer a city official, and the coalition 
apparently doesn’t do any lobbying in 
Sacramento. But the practice was 
ethically questionable — it created, if 
nothing else, the appearance that a 
group of landlords might have pur- 
chased access to Senator Kopp’s office 
(and potentially, to Senator Kopp). 

We ran an editorial calling on Davis to 
make a choice — to give up the outside 
job or resign from Kopp’s staff. If 
Davis wouldn’t make that choice, we 
argued, Kopp should make it for him. 

This week, as Jim Balderston re- 
ports on page 8, Davis told us he dis- 
cussed the situation with Kopp and de- 
cided to stop working for the Coalition 
for Better Housing. Kopp told us that 
Davis would take no more outside 
consulting jobs as long as he remained 
on the state payroll. 

Then there’s Willie Brown. While 
researching his story on Brown’s legal 
work for a garbage consortium that 
was seeking state permits for a landfill 
project, Craig McLaughlin called 
Brown’s office repeatedly to request an 
interview. Finally, he sent a series of 
written questions to the speaker by fax. 
Brown declined to respond in any way. 

The questions we are raising about 
Brown are serious — as McLaughlin 
points out, the speaker promised in 
1986 to push through a state regulatory 
agency landfill permits for a company 
that he was representing, at as much as 
$78,000 a year, as a private attorney. 
But Brown won’t make public the ex- 
act fees he was paid, the nature of the 
work he did for the garbage companies 
or, for that matter, even a complete list 
of all his private clients. Instead, he 
will probably do what he’s done in the 
past: Attack us for printing the story, 
ignore the real issues involved and con- 
tinue to act as if he’s done nothing 
even remotely questionable. 

Compared to a liberal like Willie 
Brown, a conservative like Quentin 
Kopp looks awfully good.

Private attorneys or public officials? 


man John Vasconcellos, an ally of Speaker 

Willie Brown and the man Brown has named to 
lead the Assembly’s ethics committee, was complain- 
ing about the coverage the San Jose Mercury News 
has given to the continuing FBI investigations into 
political corruption in Sacramento. 

The Mercury News, Vasconcellos charged, has be- 
come a scandal sheet that is more interested in printing 
rumor and innuendo than in checking out the facts of 
the allegations that have been raised about numerous 
Assembly figures, including Speaker Willie Brown. 

Vasconcellos’s line didn’t surprise us — we’ve 
heard that same old song before. Every time we 
have criticized Brown in the past (for, among other 
things, representing private clients before govern- 
ment agencies), he has tried to find some way to 
dismiss us and sidetrack the charges. But at the 
same time, he has refused to respond to our ques- 
tions or address the substance of the issues we have 
repeatedly raised. 

The fact of the matter is, neither Brown nor 
Vasconcellos nor any of the other leading Democrats 
in the state Legislature has ever shown any desire to 
curtail the stinking sewer of political corruption that 
has paralyzed state government and created what the 
Sacramento Bee’s Dan Walters calls ‘‘legislative grid- 
lock.”’ Instead, they dismiss the problem, blame the 
messengers and claim that nothing is really wrong that 
a few minor technical reforms (and a good public re- 
lations campaign) can’t cure. Nonsense. 

As our story on page 15 demonstrates in great de- 
tail, there are deep, serious problems with the way the 
state Legislature operates — and the problems go be- 
yond what the FBI and the FPPC have (based on 
available reports) thus far been investigating. 

Brown’s role in the battle over a landfill proposal 
for Lynch Canyon in Solano County is a classic exam- 
ple of a festering ethical sore that is every bit as 
damaging as the much-publicized scandal of legis- 
lators selling votes for big campaign contributions. 
Powerful organizations like the garbage consortium 
that wanted to build the Lynch Canyon landfill don’t 
have to limit themselves to making campaign contri- 
butions and paying honoraria these days — they can 
hire state legislators as private attorneys. 


ILLIE BROWN earns about $41,000 a year 
as a state legislator. According to reliable 
sources, he earned about twice that-much in 
1986 working as a lawyer for Tri-County Develop- 
ment, a subsidiary of the waste disposal conglomerate 
that owns Sunset Scavenger and Golden Gate Dis- 
posal in San Francisco and garbage collection firms in 

The disclosure forms that Brown is required to file 
each year reveal only that from 1983 to 1986, his law 
firm received more than $10,000 a year in fees from 
Tri-County. In 1987, the firm received more than 
$10,000 from Sanitary Fill, another subsidiary of the 
same company. 

The disclosure laws don’t require Brown to specify 
just how much more than $10,000 he gets, and they 
don’t require that he explain what he did to earn that 
money. But Craig McLaughlin’s investigation reveals 
that it was more than simple legal advice. Brown, it 
turns out, promised to help push through a state 
regulatory agency the permits Tri-County needed to 
build its landfill over citizen opposition. 

There are state laws that forbid state legislators 
from appearing before state boards and commissions 
on behalf of private law clients. There are also laws 
forbidding legislators from voting on bills that 
could financially benefit themselves or their major 
private clients. 

But Brown consistently manages to get around 
those laws, the same way he gets around the 
repeated demands from the Bay Guardian and 
others that he disclose fully the list of his law 
clients, his fees and the nature of the legal work he 
has done. He hides behind the legal profession, es- 
pecially the secrecy of ‘‘attorney-client privilege.” 

As The Bay Guardian and other papers have re- 
ported numerous times, Brown doesn’t have to ac- 
tually appear before a state board. He can sit in his law 
office (or Assembly office), pick up the phone and 
call a key staff aide or board member. Or he can meet 
with another attorney or lobbyist and lay out a polit- 
ical strategy for getting a permit approved or legis- 
lation passed. And he can quietly, privately, meet 
with or contact his colleagues and pass the word that a 
certain special interest bill is one of his pet projects.

And as long as Brown insists that the communi- 
cations he has with his private law clients and even 
the fees he gets and the nature of the work he does 
— remains protected by ‘‘attorney-client privilege,”’ 
as long as he and his clients refuse to answer questions 
from the news media about the fees, and as long as 
the state Bar Association, the Fair Political Prac- 
tices Commission and the Legislatures’ ethics com- 
mittees back him up, nobody can ever trace his ac- 
tions or prove whether he has used his power as the 
state’s second-highest-ranking elected official to 
benefit a private client who is paying him a fat fee. 


public official conflict is an embarrassment to 

the Democratic Party, to Brown’s San Fran- 
cisco constituents and to the state Legislature. It 
also undercuts the entire progressive political agen- 
da that Brown claims to be promoting. And it 
makes a mockery out of Brown’s recent pledge to 
reform legislative ethics and stop the erosion of 
public confidence in the Legislature. 

Brown needs to make a choice: He can continue 
to represent big clients like Tri-County that have 
business before state and local government agen- 
cies. Or he can continue to represent the people of 
the 17th Assembly District in Sacramento. It’s un- 
acceptable for him to do both. 

And if Brown and his colleagues are at all serious 
about political reform, they should start by chang- 
ing the rules for legislators who work as private at- 
torneys. First and foremost, they should put the 
public interest in an accountable Legislature ahead 
of the private interests of the legal profession and 
pass strict new rules requiring legislators to fully 
disclose the names of all clients they or their law 
firms represent, the precise fees those clients pay 
and the nature of the legal work they are doing for 
those clients. 

If the lawyers in the Legislature, or their partners 
in private law firms, can’t accept that, then they 
should be banned from representing any private 
clients while on the state payroll, period. 

If the Legislature won’t take that step, the state 
Bar Association, which in theory serves as the 
ethics watchdog for California’s legal profession, 
should do so. The Bar Association promised years 
ago to look into the private lawyer-public legislator 
conflict, but there has been no substantive action. 
If the legal profession wants to claim it can effec- 
tively police itself, it should move on this issue im- 
mediately. If both the Legislature and the Bar con- 
tinue to duck (and somehow, we suspect they will), 
perhaps it’s time for a statewide citizen initiative 
campaign to clean up the mess. 

In the meantime, the FPPC should open an in- 
vestigation into Brown’s dealings with Tri-County 
and its Lynch Canyon landfill project. Did the 
speaker contact any state officials on behalf of the 
garbage consortium? Did he attempt to influence 
the outcome of any state decisions on the matter? 
Did he attempt to introduce special interest legisla- 
tion for Tri-County, in his own name or in the 
name of any of his lieutenants? What exactly did he 
do to earn that $78,000 a year? Only the FPPC, 
with its power to subpoena records and question 
witnesses under oath, can get at the answers and 
put them on the public record. 

The FPPC’s record on corruption cases, espe- 
cially those involving Brown or his associates, is 
not terribly good. As the Mercury News revealed in 
1987, a Brown aide was allowed to meddle in an in- 
vestigation involving Frank Vicencia, one of 
Brown’s legislative allies. _ 

For two years, the FPPC has been investigating 
Westencon Corp, an Oregon company set up by 
the same garbage consortium that owns Tri- 
County, as a front for funneling contributions to 
legislators. There seems to be little action on the 
case, but the agency is reluctant to wrap it up. 
Perhaps that’s because (thanks to a Mercury News 
lawsuit) once the inquiry is concluded, the in- 
vestigation files must be made public. 

The FPPC insists it is immune to political in- 
fluence, that it is protecting nobody. If that’s true, 
there’s an easy way to prove it: Conclude the 
Westencon investigation and open up the files. 
Meanwhile, open an inquiry into the Brown/Tri- 
County landfill case and force the powerful 
speaker to do what he refuses to do on his own — 
come clean.

Comments on Cuba 


Your article on the Havana Film Festival (see 
Bay Guardian, 1/18/89) left much to be desired. 

The writer spent four paragraphs critiquing Dan 
Rather and Morley Safer for being unobservant in 
their reporting about Cuba for 60 Minutes. Talk 
about unobservant — Dan Rather hasn’t worked 
for 60 Minutes for years and Morley Safer was not 
working on that story. In fact, the very crux of the 
14-minute piece was Harry Reasoner’s return to 
Cuba after 30 years. 

Two paragraphs explain an incident that oc- 
curred in a movie theater, which involved the sing- 
ing a song entitled ‘“Ese Hombre Esta Loco.’’ 
(The writer claims the song was banned from 
Cuban airwaves. I heard it on Cuban radio while I 
was there.) Ms. Futran asks in regard to the alterca- 
tion in the Havana movie theater, ‘“Would it betoo 


much to ask: where was Morley?’’ implying that 
the incident occurred while the Film Festival was 
taking place when she mistakenly thought he was in 
Cuba. Morley Safer was not in Cuba with 60 
Minutes. However, I was. I was working as a 
researcher, setting up interviews and handling 
logistics for the CBS segment. I arrived in Cuba 
several days before the Film Festival began and was 
informed about the now-legendary incident by two 
separate sources, who confirmed that the event oc- 
curred several weeks prior to my arrival. 

Let’s keep our timeline straight when reporting 
incidents and check our facts before accusing 
others of ignoring them.

KOPP AIDE 
PLEDGES TO DROP 
OUTSIDE 
CONSULTING 


STATE SENATOR Quentin Kopp’s chief 
of staff told the Bay Guardian Feb. 27th 
that he has given up his outside contract 
with the Coalition for Better Housing, a 
real estate industry group that had been 
paying him $1,500 a month. 

Jack Davis’s action came after the Bay 
Guardian revealed his arrangement with 
the coalition and called on him to sever his 
ties with outside political groups that 
might attempt to use their connections 
with him to influence Kopp (see Bay 
Guardian, 2/15/89). Davis said he was 
being paid to produce the organization’s 
monthly newsletter. 

While Davis broke no state or local 
laws in working for a private political 
group on his own time while on the state 
payroll, some critics suggested that his 
position raised ethical questions. One 
political consultant, who asked not to be 
named, noted that ‘‘When an interest 
group hires Jack Davis, they may believe, 
rightfully or not, that they are gaining 
access to Senator Kopp.” 

Davis, a longtime political consultant, 
has in the past taken leaves of absence from 
his position with Kopp to run campaigns or 
consult with groups like the Board of 
Realtors, which has close ties to CBH. 

Davis told the Bay Guardian that he 
would not be producing the CBH 
newsletter for as long as he is in Kopp’s 
employ. ‘‘I’m not doing the newsletter 
anymore as long as I work for Senator 
Kopp,”’ he said. 

Kopp also told the Bay Guardian that 
Davis had ceased his efforts in behalf of 
CBH and would not be taking any more 
private contracts with outside political 
groups while he is on the state payroll as a 
Kopp aide. ‘‘He’s not going to do any more 
of this in the future,’’ the senator said.

AND NOW, 
A JOA FOR 
YorK, PA? 


THE LATEST news blackouts by the 
Examiner/Chronicle on the monopoly 
news front occurred last week in censored 
dispatches from York, Pennsylvania and 
Washington, D.C. - 

On Feb. 22nd, two out-of-state newspaper 
chains filed for a license to operate a joint 
operating agreement in York, a city with 
37,000 persons and one of the smallest 
newspaper markets in the country with 
head-to-head daily competition by news- 
papers owned by different companies. 

The York Dispatch is owned by Garden 
State Newspapers Inc., an affiliate of 
Media News Holdings Inc. of Houston, 
Texas, which includes the Houston Post, 
Denver Post and the Daily Review 
(Hayward) and other East Bay papers in 
the Alameda Newspapers chain. The York 
Daily Record is owned by the Buckner 
News Alliance of Seattle, Washington, 
which has several papers in California, 


including the Corona-Norco Independent, 
the Fontana Herald-News and the Oroville 
Mercury-Register. 

According to the Associated Press story 
in the Feb. 24th New York Times, the 
papers’ statement alleged that the financial 
hardship of The Daily Record was the 
reason for seeking the JOA. 

Bruce B. Brugmann, Bay Guardian 
editor and publisher and chair of the Com- 
mittee to Preserve a Free and Independent 
Press in California, sent a telegram of 
protest to Justice. He requested that the 
department hold public hearings in York 
and that it require all documents, 
including but not limited to financial and 
corporate records of the two papers and 
their corporate parents, be put on public 
file in York, nearby Harrisburg and 
Washington. This must at minimum hap- 
pen before Justice even considers granting 
two more ‘“‘Crybaby Billionaire Publishers 
yet another Billion Dollar Public Relief 
Bill in Perpetuity,’’ he stated. 

He said the Free Press Committee, 
which is fighting a similar daily/non-daily 
JOA application in Manteca, California, is 
actively seeking a local committee of 
citizens and journalists in Pennsylvania to 
fight the JOA proposal. 

On Feb. 25th, the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals voted 5-4 not to set aside a ruling 
in favor of the proposed Detroit JOA 
handed down last month by a three-judge 
panel of the court, according to the Feb. 
27th Wall Street Journal. 

But the full court continued until March 
6th an order that prevents Knight-Ridder’s 
Detroit Free Press and Gannett’s Detroit 
News from completing the merger. The 
stay and split decision, the WSJ reported, 
gives a Michigan citizens group an 
opportunity to continue its fight to 
block the merger. A spokesman for the 
group said the split and a strong dissent 
written by Chief Judge Patricia Wald 
“strengthens our hand”’ for a U.S. 
Supreme Court Appeal.

CITY CUTS 
MISSION BAY 
ASSESSMENT BY 
$57 MILLION 


THE SAN Francisco City Attorney’s 
Office has reached an agreement with Santa 
Fe Pacific Realty that would reduce by 
more than $57 million the assessed value of 
the giant developer’s Mission Bay land. 

The settlement, which appraises the land 
at $90 million, would cut Santa Fe’s 
annual property tax bill by about $625,000 
a year. The Board of Assessment Appeals 
still must approve the settlement, and 
action is expected before March 16th. 

The most startling fact about the 
settlement, legally termed a stipulation, is 
the wide gap between the city’s 1983 
assessment of the Mission Bay properties 
and the one arrived at by an independent 
appraiser hired by the city this year. 

The city had assessed the Mission Bay 
property to be worth approximately $148 
million. The independent appraiser

estimated its value at $100 million. Santa 
Fe argued that the land was worth just 
$69 million. 

_ The Assessor’s Office has backed off 
from its original estimates and now goes 
along with the stipulation reached by the 
city attorney. Chief Appraiser Henry 
McKenzie told the Bay Guardian the 
original assessments were too high due to a 
lack of accurate information about the 
land in question. ‘“The maps and land 
measurements we had were not accurate,”’ 
he told the Bay Guardian. ‘“‘The land 
measurements were incorrect and resulted 
in higher assessments.”’ 

A decision on whether to accept or reject 
the stipulation must be made by the Assess- 
ment Appeals Board before March 16th, 
when the board’s term expires. One source 
close to the deal told the Bay Guardian a 
decision should be expected this week. 
‘The board does not like to hold on to pro- 
posed stipulations,’’ he said. 

The lowered assessments seem to 
indicate that the city would like to move 
ahead with the Mission Bay development 
plans — and Santa Fe Pacific clearly 
believes the stipulation will speed up the 
development process. In a prepared 
statement read to the board, Attorney 
Thomas H. Steele of the law firm 
Morrison and Foerster, which represented 
Santa Fe Pacific, said: ‘“The company 
believes the time has come to put this 
matter behind it and move on to working 
with the city to fulfill the promise of 
developing the Mission Bay properties.” 

Ira Kurlander, an architect and 
proponent of a citizen’s alternative for the 
Mission Bay development, told the Bay 
Guardian the city may be selling itself 
short by agreeing to a relatively low 
settlement. ‘‘The city owns land that will 
be involved in the project,’’ he said. “If 
they low-balled Santa Fe Pacific, they low- 
balled the city’s own land, which will 
lower its value in any proposed land swaps 
in the future.” 

Another factor in the Mission Bay deal 
is Mayor Art Agnos’s attempts to put 
together a 40,000-seat downtown baseball 
stadium package that will satisfy Bob 
Lurie and keep the Giants in San 
Francisco. Key to that plan is the simul- 
taneous development of a 20,000-seat 
indoor arena to be used for basketball, 
hockey and other events. The land for the 
indoor arena is owned by Santa Fe 
Pacific, and to make the stadium/arena 
project profitable, the developer would 
have to sell or lease the land to the city 
for next to nothing. 

Also key to the deal would be the need 
for a major tenant of the arena, like a 
basketball or hockey franchise. Sports Inc., 
a weekly sports business magazine, reported 
in its Feb. 27th issue that the National 
Hockey League is considering San Fran- 
cisco as a possible site for an expansion 
franchise. Since the developer of the ball- 
park proposal — Spectacor Management 
Group — also owns the NHL Philadelphia 
Flyers, San Francisco may have an inside 
track one of the first franchises. 

Agnos faces a deadline on putting the 
ballpark/arena package together, because 
a South Bay task force is doing its best to 
lure Lurie and the club to the warmer 
climes of Santa Clara County. 

There are numerous questions remaining 
about the Santa Fe assessment — for exam- 
ple, did the city bargain away tax revenues 
for some potential changes in the Mission 
Bay plan, perhaps relating to sports arena 
land? But since the negotiations were 





conducted strictly in secret, it’s still 


impossible to get the answers. Ae 
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Mia Lord says she was victimized by 
Citicorp. Now, DA Arlo Smith wants to 
spend taxpayer money to prosecute 
her for protesting. 


DA PROSECUTES 
77NEAR-OLD 
FOR SIDEWALK 
PROTESTS 


THE SAN FRANCISCO District Attorney’s 
Office is pressing criminal charges against 
a 77-year-old woman who was arrested 
Feb. 8th for picketing outside the Market 
Street office of Citicorp Savings. 

Mia Lord faces a maximum of 12 = 
months in jail for allegedly violating what 
her lawyer insists was an illegal and im- 
proper injunction barring Lord from 
playing a tape-recorded message of her 
own voice outside Citicorp’s office. 

Lord contends that the savings and 
loan, a subsidiary of the giant New York 
banking firm, fraudulently sold her a 
house that was in such poor condition it 
had to be demolished. For several years, 
she has maintained a daily vigil on the 
sidewalk in front of the company’s office 
building, distributing literature and 
playing the recorded message denouncing 
the company’s actions. 

In October, however, Citicorp managed 
to get a court injunction forbidding Lord 
from, among other things, playing the 
recorded message loud enough that it 
could be heard inside the office building. 
And on Feb. 8th, two San Francisco police 
officers arrested her on charges that she 
violated that injunction and was disturbing 
the peace. continued next page

“Tt’s an important First Amendment 
case,’’ Grace Lidia Suarez, the deputy 
public defender representing Lord, told 
the Bay Guardian. ‘‘This is a woman who 
was taking her grievance against a major 
corporation to the only place she felt she 
could take it — the streets. I firmly believe 
the injunction against her violates the First 
Amendment.” 

Suarez has asked for a preliminary 
hearing to determine whether the charges 
against Lord should be dismissed on the 
grounds that her actions are constitu- 
tionally protected. The hearing is sche- 
duled for March 15th, at 1:30 pm, before 
Municipal Court Judge Mary Morgan. 

But there’s another issue here, too: At a 
time when the city is plagued by violent 
crimes, many of them stemming from the 
crack epidemic, and when politicians and 
white-collar criminals are violating con- 
sumer protection and political corruption 
laws right and left, why is District At- 
torney Arlo Smith, who is running for 
state attorney general, wasting the tax- 
payers’ money prosecuting a 77-year-old 
woman whose only crime is her persistence 
in exercising her rights to free speech? 

Public Defender Jeff Brown told the 
Bay Guardian he estimates the case could 
cost the city at least $10,000. ‘“He’s 
paying his people to prosecute, I’m 
paying my people to defend her and there 
are court costs if it goes to trial,’’ he said. 
“T’d say it’s a huge waste of the 
taxpayers’ money.”’ 

Under state law, the district attorney has 
almost total discretion in determining which 
cases to prosecute and which to drop. Every 
day, numerous cases involving serious 
crimes — many of them far more serious 
than anything Mia Lord is alleged to have 
done — are dismissed at the DA’s request. 

I called Smith to ask him why he was 
bothering to prosecute this case, what this 
said about his priorities and whether he 
wanted the voters of California to judge 
him as a potential attorney general on the 
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FReedom oF 


basis of this sort of nonsense, but he 
hadn’t returned my calls by press time.

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The Oliver North Secrecy in 
Government Award this week 
goes (once again) to the San 
Francisco Community College 
Board, which did almost 
nothing of note Feb. 23rd 
except violate the state's 
Ralph M. Brown Open 
Meetings Act. 

The board has a long and 
ignoble history of ignoring the 
Brown Act, but had shown 
some signs of improvement of 
late. But if last Thursday's 
meeting was any indication, 
the board, under newly 
elected President Julie Tang, 
may be backsliding. 

First, the board held a 
closed session, but failed to 
post a detailed notice of the 
agenda. Second, after the 
board returned from its closed 
meeting, neither Tang nor any 
other board member an- 
nounced what the board had 
discussed or what, if any, 
action it had taken. 

Finally, Tang said 
Chancellor Hilary Hsu told the 
board that a new attorney — 
an independent contractor — 
had been hired for contract 
negotiations. Discussion of 
outside contracts in closed 
sessions is strictly forbidden 
by the Brown Act. 

The board will hold a special 
meeting on Monday, March 
6th to discuss and vote on its 
affirmative action plan. 5 pm, 
33 Gough St., SF.

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CITY HAI is usually fairly quiet early in 
the year, especially after an important 
election. Nothing much ever gets done 
until well after the holidays, and when new 
members have been elected or appointed 
to boards and commissions, policy-makers 
tend to put things on hold until the new 
officials have moved in. 

But in San Francisco, the new year lull 
is decidedly over. On issues like vacancy 
control, domestic partners, Mission Bay, 
the city budget, school board restruc- 
turing and the future of the Redevelop- 
ment Agency, local boards and 
commissions will be facing critical 
decisions in the next few weeks. 

Still, in one corner of City Hall, things 
are still remarkably quiet — too quiet, 
many activists say.

DISASTER OF THE WEEK 


THE INTERSECTION of Townsend and The Embarcadero is a menace to 
modern society. It's especially hazardous to people riding motorcycles at night, 
as one of our staffers discovered last week. 

Driving east on Townsend, it's impossible to tell where the road ends anda set of 
hazardous railroad tracks suddenly begins. The street lighting is poor-to-non- 
existent, and even a careful driver attempting to make a right turn onto the Embar- 
cadero can easily cut the corner too close and wind up impaled on the tracks. 

The nightmare could easily be resolved with one simple stroke: white reflec- 
ting paint on the pavement to indicate the edge of the roadway. The only warning 
stripe that does exist is red — which is totally invisible at night and thus useless 


as a traffic safety device.

would have on the city budget. Landlords 
have raised that question, too.

While the vacancy 
control battle rages, Britt is also 
introducing a new version of his 1983 
domestic partners legislation — a proposal 
that has stirred up its own share of 
controversy. 

The legislation would allow city 
employees to register their live-in partners 
as beneficiaries for all benefits now 
available to spouses of married employees. 
It would grant to gay and lesbian couples 
the rights they have been denied through 
backward and repressive state laws that 
bar marriages between homosexual 
couples. 

The Human Rights Commission will 
hold a public hearing on the domestic 
partners bill March 8th. The hearing 
begins at 6 pm, at 350 McAllister, room 
1154, SF.

Pass-throughs stalled }

A socialist at the 


Wall Street Journal, part Il

0 UR STORY SO far: UC at Berkeley journalism pro- 








fessor A. Kent MacDougall wins fame the hard way, 

by writing a two-part series in the small socialist maga- 
zine Monthly Review (‘‘Boring from within the bourgeois 
press,’’ November and December 1988) in which he reveals 
that he is a Marxist, and was for the entire 24 years that he 
worked as a reporter for the Wall Street Journal and the Los 
Angeles Times. The right wing howls, the left wing says he’sa 
wimp for keeping his politics hidden for so long, and his 
erstwhile employers scrambie to assure readers that he never 
used their news columns to pursue ‘‘a hidden agenda.” 

MacDougall’s point, nearly lost in all the crossfire, is that 
the preparation of the daily news is often a more haphazard 
process than most of us realize, and that editors very infre- 
quently exercise overt ideological control over their product. 

There is room in the mainstream press, MacDougall 
argues, for the kind of pieces he did — on socialist 
economists, corruption in U.S. client states in Latin Amer- 
ica and the growing world disparity between the haves and 
have-nots — as long as they are well-researched, well- 
written and colorful. 

So maybe MacDougall’s right. So how come we don’t see 
more of the kind of articles he’s talking about? And what can 
people outside the media do about it? 

Before I dive in, a warning: There’s no one answer to 
either question. If there were, I’d use it as a theme for fancy 
book with a colon in the title, and become a regular on the 
talk show circuit. 

But to begin with, it should be noted that despite Kent 
MacDougall’s chest-beating statement that heis very nearly a 
lone wolf, there are dozens, if not hundreds, of reporters like 
him in the United States. They may not call themselves 
socialists, but they believe that what their papers print and 
their television stations air often doesn’t reflect the political, 
class and cultural diversity of their communities. 

One reason media coverage doesn’t reflect this diversity is 
that the newsrooms themselves don’t reflect it. A staggering 
91 percent of the country’s daily newspaper journalists are 
white, according to a 1988 study by the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association. (The pale-faced syndrome extends 
to much of the alternative media as well; locally, for instance, 
the Bay Guardian has no people of color on its editorial staff 
and Mother Jones has only one.) 

The gender breakdown is not nearly as dismal, although 
few women have broken into management. Last year Uni- 
versity of Missouri journalism professor Jean Gaddy Wilson 
found that only 13 percent of the directing editors on U.S. 
dailies are women. 

And it’s a safe generalization that most reporters and 
editors are career-oriented, relatively well-educated people, 
culturally more comfortable with a spokesperson in a suit 
than a homeless person begging for quarters. (In the interest 
of full disclosure, it should be noted that despite my friend- 
ship with decidedly scruffy Bay Guardian City Editor Tim 
Redmond, I fit this generalization quite snugly.) 

This demographic profile often determines what questions 
reporters and editors ask, what stories they decide to do, and 
how they write them. It’s not overt ideology at work; it 
doesn’t have to be. 

But the newsroom demographic is by no means the only 
reason that the media we consume can be so frustrating. 
The emphasis on quick-breaking news at the expense of 
longer, more contextual prices is a major — albeit self- 
imposed — constraint. 


As author Mark Hertsgaard pointed out in his recent book 
“On Bended Knee,’’ Ronald Reagan’s handlers used this 
emphasis to keep the Washington press corps busy on a daily 
basis. By feeding the media a steady stream of photo oppor- 
tunities and staged events, the Reagan White House was able 
to set the media’s agenda, so that many of the administra- 
tion’s more brazen sins could remain undetected. 

And another demographic profile, that of the readers, is 
just as important in determining why the media are they way 
they are. Newspapers are written for the people who buy the 
goods and services advertised in the paper, and reporters and 
editors carry around images in their heads of who these 
readers are and what they want. Judging by what’s in local 
newspapers and newscasts, it’s clear that reporters and 
editors believe that what readers in the Bay Area don’t want 
is stories like the ones Kent MacDougall did for the LA Times 
and Wall Street Journal. 

They could be right. The problem is that it’s difficult to 
know: We tend to demand less accountability from our news 
media than we do from almost any other powerful institution 
you can think of. And if you can’t stand the Chronicle’s news 
columns but buy the paper anyway to read Herb Caen and 
check your horoscope, Chronicle editors will never know 
the difference. 

Unless you tell them — thus taking it upon yourself to 
demand accountability. A longtime alternative press 
journalist who then joined the staff of a San Francisco daily 
told me that one of his biggest surprises there was “chow 
seriously calls and letters from readers are taken.”’ 

These calls and letters are most useful when they’re short 
on diatribe and long on suggestions for new sources, stories 
and perspectives. (They also tend to be the most effective 
when not prefaced with the phrases, ‘‘Hey asshole’’ or 
“Dear representative of the ruling class media elite.’’) 

Positive reinforcement is as valuable as complaining: Lots 
of reporters believe that they often do good and important 
work that goes unnoticed by media critics. 

Writing letters to editors and placing phone calls to 
reporters have their limits, of course. They won’t change the 
ownership structure of the media. They won’t turn every 
reporter at the Chronicle into Superwoman. And they’re no 
substitute for finding as many different news sources as you 
can — bearing in mind the biases of each, including the hum- 
ble weekly you have in your hands. 

But talking back to the media can broaden the spectrum ofa 
reporter’s or editor’s images of The Readers, and it can lead to 
more sensitivity toward readers and sources who are not the 
college-educated white men who still rule the newsroom roost. 
And if you don’t care about that, why’d you read this far?

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WILLIE BROWN’S GARBAGE MONEY 


How the speaker of the Assembly promised to help a private law client push a landfill permit 
through the California Waste Management Board. A Bay Guardian investigative report

SSEMBLY SPEAKER 

Willie L. Brown Jr. prom- 

ised in 1986 to lobby state 

regulators to approve a new 

garbage landfill project 
sponsored by one of Brown’s private 
law clients, the Bay Guardian has 
learned. 

According to an internal memo the 
Bay Guardian obtained from the office 
of San Francisco’s Chief Ad- 
ministrative Officer, Brown pledged to 
“‘push through’’ approval by the Cali- 
fornia Waste Management Board of a 
Solano County landfill development 
sponsored by a Vacaville-based con- 
sortium of garbage companies called 
Tri-County Development Co. At the 
time, Brown was earning at least 
$10,000 a year — and by some reliable 
accounts, as much as $78,000 a year — 
as an attorney for Tri-County. 

State law forbids legislators from 
seeking to influence governmental 
decisions in which they have a signifi- 
cant financial stake and bars legislators 
who practice law from appearing 
before state boards or commissions on 
behalf of private clients. 

Brown was also receiving legal fees 
from the garbage consortium at a time 
when the consortium was pushing for 
legislation that would allow it to over- 
rule a public referendum against the 
Solano landfill project. 

The Political Reform Act requires 
that state officials who act as lobbyists 
on behalf of private clients register with 
the secretary of state. Although Brown 
represents several powerful clients with 
business before the Legislature, he has 
never registered as a lobbyist — for Tri- 
County or any other clients. 

Since 1983, Brown’s law firm, of 
which he is the sole partner, has re- 
ceived at least $50,000, and possibly as 
much as $300,000, from Tri-County or 
its affiliated companies. Tri-County is 
controlled by Norcal Solid Waste Sys- 
tems, the nation’s fourth-largest waste 
collection company. Norcal, which is 
based in San Francisco, also owns gar- 
bage companies in 16 communities, in- 
cluding Sunset Scavenger and Golden 
Gate Disposal in San Francisco. 

Other than his work on the Solano 
County landfill project, the Bay 
Guardian has been unable to find any 
evidence of what Brown has done to 
earn that money. Brown has refused to 
respond to repeated inquiries, by tele- 
phone and in writing, including a three- 
page letter faxed to Brown’s Sacra- 
mento office Feb. 25th. 

However, one Brown aide, Dale 
Shimasaki, told the Bay Guardian that 
the speaker was paid ‘‘on retainer’’ and 
had no specific legal duties. 

According to the statements of 
economic interests Brown files annual- 
ly with the Fair Political Practices 
Commission, the speaker’s law firm 
received more than $10,000 a year from 
Tri-County from 1983 through 1986. 

Tri-County does not appear on 
Brown’s 1987 statement of economic 
interests, but Sanitary Fill, another 
Norcal company does. Brown’s 1988 
economic interests statement did not 
have to be filed until March 1st and was 
not available by press time. Brown 
would not disclose whether he is still re- 
tained by Norcal. The FPPC does not 
require that Brown reveal exactly how 
much Norcal paid his law firm, but 
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Assembly Speaker Willie Brown makes almost twice his $40, 8

16-a-year legislative salary as an attorney for 








Bay Area garbage firms — and he won't disclose what he does to earn that money. 


several reliable sources familiar with 
Norcal’s operations estimated Brown’s 
monthly fee at $5,000 to $6,500. 
That amounts to as much as $78,000 
per year — or roughly double his an- 
nual state salary of $40,816. 

Whatever else he may have done for 
Norcal, it’s clear he was involved in Tri- 
County’s unsuccessful attempt to build 
a landfill at Lynch Canyon in Solano 
County. According to a May 19, 1986 
memorandum from John Cribbs to his 
boss, then-Chief Administrative Of- 
ficer Roger Boas, Brown had promised 
to use his political clout to influence the 
California Waste Management Board 
to approve the Lynch Canyon site. 

“Once Vallejo annexes Lynch, land- 
fill permitting is almost a certainty as 
Willie Brown has promised to push 
through State,’’ the memo says. 

During the Lynch Canyon battle, 
Norcal sought legislation to circumvent 


a Solano County ballot initiative that 
prevented construction of the landfill. 
Both the attorney who lobbied for the 
legislation, John Knox of the San Fran- 
cisco firm of Nossaman Guthner Knox, 
and the public relations agent for the 
garbage companies, Mike Abramson 
of Whitaker & Baxter in San Francisco, 
denied that Brown was involved in 
planning the legislation. 

Both Knox and Abramson also 
denied any other involvement by 
Brown in the Lynch Canyon project. 
Their statements, however, are con- 
tradicted by the 1986 Cribbs memo and 
by the fact that Brown was retained as 
an attorney for Tri-County, which city 
records show was established 
specifically to develop the Lynch 
Canyon site. 

His work as an attorney for the com- 
pany first appeared on FPPC records 
in 1983, when the project began. In 


1986, when the project was essentially 
abandoned, Brown stopped receiving 
money from Tri-County — and began 
getting payments from Sanitary Fill, 
another Norcal subsidiary. 

Brown’s work on Norcal’s behalf 
may hot have been restricted to Sacra- 
mento. Brown has always been a major 
political player at home in San Fran- 
cisco, where Sunset Scavenger is a 
regulated utility and the garbage com- 
panies are major political campaign 
contributors (see sidebar, this page). 
One of Brown’s strongest allies in the 
city is longtime friend Rudy 
Nothenberg, who ran Brown’s first suc- 
cessful Assembly race in 1964. And 
since 1982, Nothenberg has sat on the 
three-member board that sets Sunset’s 
rates, first as general manager of the 
Public Utilities Commission and now 
as chief administrative officer. 

Nothenberg told the Bay Guardian 


that Brown has never attempted to 
discuss garbage rates with him. ‘“That 
would be pretty dumb,’’ Nothenberg 
said, ‘‘and if there’s one thing Brown’s 
not, he’s not dumb.”

During 1987, he made more than 
$100,000 speaking before 55 organi- 
zations, many of which had business 
before the Legislature, according to his 
economic interest statement. That 
same year, the statement shows, 11 
companies made payments to his law 
firm above the $10,000 reporting 
threshold — how far above we may 
never know, since Brown, despite 
repeated requests over several years by 
the Bay Guardian and others, refuses 
to reveal his private law clients, how 
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FPPC garbage 
probe — what’s 
the delay? 


HE GARBAGE companies 

that have paid Willie Brown 

fat legal fees are no strangers 
to the world of money and politics. 
In fact, the Fair Political Practices 
Commission is investigating Sunset 
Scavenger and Golden Gate Dis- 
posal on charges of violating cam- 
paign finance laws. 

The companies are under in- 
vestigation by the FPPC for alleged- 
ly funneling campaign contribu- 
tions through an Oregon company 
called Westencon Corp., according 
to published reports. Westencon 
was set up in 1981 by attorneys at 
Brobeck Phlegar & Harrison and 
acted as a conduit for campaign 
contributions from Sunset and 
Golden Gate, Len Stefanelli, past 
president of Sunset Scavenger, told 
the San Francisco Chronicle in 
1987. Between 1981 and 1987, when 
the company was dissolved, it made 
almost $50,000 in contributions, ac- 
cording to campaign finance 
reports. 

An Aug. 26, 1987 Chronicle story 
revealed that Westencon was under 
investigation by the FPPC for pos- — 
sibly failing to disclose the true 
source of its contributions. More 
than a year and a half later, the 
Westencon investigation is still 
open, FPPC spokeswoman Sandra 
Michioku told the Bay Guardian. 

Under a recent court ruling in a 
suit brought by the San Jose Mer- 
cury News, FPPC investigative files 
are public once an investigation is 
closed, But all the agency has to do 
to keep a file secret is to keep the in- 
vestigation officially open. 

It will be interesting to find out, 
once the Westencon file is closed, 
whether the speaker’s staff, which 
has a history of meddling in FPPC 
investigations (see main story), 
played any role in the investigation 
of Brown’s law clients. — CM.

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much they pay him and what kind of 
work he performs on their behalf. 

And then there are payments below 
the reporting threshold. In 1985, for 
example, Pacific Gas and Electric paid 
Brown’s firm $9,500, according to 
California Public Utilities Commis- 
sion records. 

His clients include some of San Fran- 
cisco’s largest development interests, 
including Santa Fe Pacific Realty 
Corp. (Mission Bay) and Olympia and 
York (Yerba Buena Gardens). 

At home, Brown works quietly 
behind the scenes, but one local 
developer described to the Bay Guard- 
ian a dinner with Brown during which 
the speaker said he could get a major 
project past the Planning Commission. 
All the developer had to do was hire 
Brown’s firm, the speaker said. The 
developer asked, ‘‘How much?” and 
Brown reportedly said he would call 
him the next day with a figure. 

“T didn’t sleep at all that night, I was 
so scared,”’ the developer said. But 
when Brown called the next day, the 
developer told him he had decided not 
to accept Brown’s offer. He never did 
find out what Brown’s price would 
have been. 

In Sacramento, as speaker and 
senior member, Brown controls com- 
mittee assignments and structures 
debates on the Assembly floor. Until 
the passage of Proposition 73 last year, 
he also controlled the campaign war 
chest of state Democrats. 

Often, however, Brown disguises his 
role in legislative matters. As the Bay 
Guardian and other publications have 
reported on numerous occasions, 
Brown sometimes has allies carry his 
bills, absents himself from the floor 
during key role call votes and even 
sometimes votes against bills after he 
has assured their passage. As one 
knowledgeable political insider put it, 
“Brown has his hands in everything, 
but that doesn’t mean he leaves any 
fingerprints.” 

This sort of unobtrusive power was 
exactly what Tri-County needed from 
1983 to 1986. According to city 
records, it was in 1983 that Leonard 
Stefanelli, who was president of Sunset 
at the time, approached CAO Boas 
with a proposal that the city become in- 
volved in a landfill site on a 1,500-acre, 
$2.6 million parcel of land in Solano 
County, just north of Vallejo. The offer 
came at a time when the city was des- 
perate for landfill space, and Boas and 
his staff began pushing for the project. 

But the proposed landfill ran into 
strong citizen opposition, particularly 
from residents of nearby Cordelia 


Village. The city and the garbage com- 
panies worked hard to get the project 
approved despite the opposition. At one 
point, according to July 1983 memo to 
Boas, the city even considered offering 
Solano Supervisor Jan Hewitt a pass to 
the Democratic Convention ‘“‘to help 
get her vote.”” 

Ultimately, the county Board of 
Supervisors approved the plan and 
ruled, as required by law, that the 
County Solid Waste Management 
Plan, or COSWMP, which had been 
amended to include Lynch Canyon, 
was consistent with the county’s Gen- 
eral Plan. Lynch Canyon opponents, 
however, put the issue on the ballot. 

Tri-County took the initiative’s 
backers to court, arguing that the 
board’s finding was an administrative 
act, rather than a legislative act, and 
therefore not subject to voter approval. 
The court challenge, however, was un- 
successful, and on Nov. 6, 1984, 
Solano County voters voted against 
Proposition L, negating the super- 
visors’ action and effectively killing the 
Lynch Canyon landfill. At the same 
time, the voters approved Proposition 
E, which limited the amount of garbage 
that could be brought into the county 
to 95,000 tons each year. 

Tri-County then sought a legislative 
solution to its difficulties. Lobbyist 
John Knox tried to interest members of 
the Assembly in a bill to change the law 
that requires counties to find that 
COSWMPs are consistent with general 
plans. If he had succeeded, the Solano 
Board of Supervisors could have defied 
the voters and approved the landfill as 
an administrative act. 

However, Knox told the Bay Guard- 
ian, the proposal was abandoned 
before it was even written up in bill 
form because of opposition from 
Solano County Assemblyman Tom 
Hannigan. Knox would not say whom 
he talked to beside Hannigan, but he 
did say Brown was not inyolved. ‘“‘I 
specifically tried to keep Brown out of 
it,’ he said. 

Hannigan told the Bay Guardian he 
had informed Knox he ‘‘would object 
strenuously”’ to any attempt to subvert 
the Solano County vote. He added that 
he and Brown “‘never spoke one word 
about the situation.” 

But Tri-County and the city did not 
stop there. As late as 1986, the com- 
pany and the city were still trying to get 
around the November 1984 vote. The 
May 1986 memo from Cribbs to Boas 
laid out a strategy whereby the city of 
Vallejo, which is not bound by the 
countywide vote, would annex Lynch 
Canyon. The plan, however, required 
the approval of the Solano County

Corporate art used to be 
the equivalent of visual 
Muzak. But now, more 
and more downtown office 
spaces feature rotating 
art exhibits

N THE 1970s the phrase ‘‘cor- 

porate art’’ brought to mind the 

odious image of color-coordi- 

nated office furniture and wall 

decorations — the visual equiv- 
alent of Muzak. While the legacy of 
corporate art still lingers at many 
businesses, a significant number of 
downtown corporate office spaces in 
the Bay Area have taken a step away 
from bland, abstract art work and have 
established rotating museum-and gallery- 
quality exhibitions for public viewing 
in their lobbies. 

The three largest office buildings in 
San Francisco — 555 California, One 
Market Plaza and 101 California — 
and the Kaiser Building, the largest of- 
fice building in Oakland (ranked ac- 
cording to total square feet of office 
space by a Sept. 14th survey of the San 
Francisco Business Times) all contain 
rotating art exhibits in their lobbies. 
And a recent walking tour of down- 
town San Francisco revealed nearly a 
dozen building lobbies with rotating 
exhibits (see list at right.) 

Works on view now range from an 
Annie Leibovitz portrait of a naked, 
mud-covered Sting, to well-preserved 
antique maps, to folk art images of 
mermaids and their myths. Although 
most of these exhibits could hardly be

described as breakthroughs in contem- 
porary art, and show a disappointing 
lack of works by up-and-coming local 
artists, they are generally high-quality 
displays of the sort once confined to 
galleries or museums. 

The trend toward more accessible 
lobby exhibits comes out of two paral- 
lel movements: Corporations and real 
estate Owners are trying to appeal to 
their employees and clients by creating 
more aesthetically vital environments, 
and people in the arts community are 
organizing to showcase their work be- 
fore a wider audience, making it a part 
of everyday life. 

The city of San Francisco has been 
attempting to bring more art into the 
public view since 1969, when the Art in 
Public Places Program was established 
to acquire permanent pieces for city 
buildings. Rotating exhibits at the San 
Francisco International Airport started 
in 1977 and, most recently, new build- 
ings that fall under 1984’s Downtown 
Plan and new city construction projects 
are required to allocate one percent of 
their construction costs to on-site 
public art. 

According to Regina Almaguer, San 
Francisco’s curator of art in public 
places, corporate-space exhibits ‘help 
fill the gap between museums, galleries 
and the public. A steady stream of em- 
ployees and people who visit the build-

ings are able to see more art. Any op- 
portunity an artist has to show his or 
her work is a great opportunity.” 

Of course, corporate-space exhibits 
are not without their critics. Lisa Swenson, 
a co-director of Artists Television Ac- 
cess, a San Francisco-based alternative 
visual arts space, told the Bay Guardian 
that she didn’t think the best artists 
were being shown in corporate spaces. 
For Swenson and other artists, cor- 
porate-space exhibits have become a 
topic of debate. At the National As- 
sociation of Artists Organizations con- 
ference held last June in Los Angeles, 
corporate-space exhibitions were high 
on the agenda, with a panel discussion 
devoted to the topic. 

Swenson, who attended the meeting, 
said she was both skeptical and hopeful 
about this relatively new opportunity 
for artists. ‘‘It’s good that arts are 
everywhere,’’ she said. ‘“‘It’s not so 
good that it’s mostly the big corpora- 
tions that have the money to put these 
things on. While I have faith in artists 
becoming involved and making their 
needs and demands known, I have no 
confidence in the ruthlessness of 
corporations. Imagine the art in an 
executive suite,’’ Swenson said, ‘What 
you’ll probably see are cool colors, un- 
emotional colors, in neo-expressionist, 
non-confrontational, non-political 
works. In other words, post-modern

art is going into post-modern buildings 
to promote a post-modern lifestyle.” 

However, most corporate-space cu- 
rators say they are not given rigid artistic 
guidelines by their employers or build- 
ing management. They are hired as arts 
professionals and given leeway to 
design exhibits as they see fit. Carol 
Covington, curator of the ‘‘Art of 
the New Yorker’’ exhibit at the 
Legion of Honor, and of the current 
shows of Newsweek photojournalism 
and historical cameras at One Market 
Plaza, said of the building manage- 
ment that employs her, ‘“They’re not 
trying to dictate subject matter or con- 
tent. Not at all. They don’t want any- 
thing obscene or absurd. They expect 
me to be rational. But we’re not out to 
blow people away or freak people out.”” 

Covington told the Bay Guardian that 
while she didn’t shy away from contro- 
versy in designing the exhibit, she does 
have respect for the fact that she is ex- 
hibiting in a workspace. The Annie 
Leibovitz photo of Sting prompted com- 
plaints when it was displayed near the se- 
curity guard work station. ““It upset some 
of the older guys,’’ said Covington, ‘‘so 
we moved it.’’ It now hangs in a relatively 
obscure corner of the lobby.

CONTROVERSIAL’ VERSES’ 


As various writers and media groups line up in support 
of Salman Rushdie, his publisher shows signs of cold feet 


E HAD PLANNED 

to use this space to 

run an excerpt from 

Salman Rushdie’s 

controversial book, 
The Satanic Verses. We wanted to 
make a point about freedom of expres- 
sion — how important it is not to take it 
for granted, how everyone needs to 
hold the line when it’s threatened by 
our government, by others or by our 
own timidity. 

Unfortunately, the point will have to 
be made by not running the excerpt. 
When we sought reprint permission on 
our own behalf and for the 54 other 
members of the Association of Alter- 
native Newsweeklies, the book’s pub- 
lisher, Viking Penguin, turned us 
down. Paul Slovak, from Viking’s 
publicity department in New York, 
told us that the publisher didn’t want to 


“‘appear to be cashing in on the con- 
troversy.’’ Anthony Guyda from the 
permissions department told us, 
“We’re not giving permission to 
anyone.’’ 

John Seigenthaler, president of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, also requested permission 
from Viking to run excerpts in the 
group’s member papers — many of the 
nation’s major dailies. Seigenthaler 
was acting on a suggestion from Larry 
Kramer, the San Francisco Examiner’s 
executive editor, that ASNE members 
show their support for Rushdie by 
publishing a series of excerpts simul- 
taneously in their papers across the na- 
tion. ASNE’s request was also refused 
by Viking. 

Up until now, Viking has stuck to its 
guns pretty well through this con- 
troversy, supporting the book and its 


author despite bomb threats and a lot 
of nastiness. Now, however, in addi- 
tion to the reprint denials, several news- 
papers and television stations have 
reported that Penguin may cancel the 
paperback edition, further limiting the 
book’s availability. That Viking should 
back down at this point, and to this ex- 
tent, is more than disappointing — it’s 
a little frightening. 

The daily news media’s editorial 
reaction to the controversy has been a 
mixed bag, locally and nationally. 
While many columnists have spoken up 
strongly on the issue — William Safire, 
Jon Carroll, Rob Morse — the papers 
themselves in their editorials have been 
reluctant to criticize the chains for in- 
itially caving in to the Ayatollah’s 
demands for self-censorship. Not a 
single editorial we saw, locally or na- 
tionally, criticized the chains by name. 





There has also been an unfortunate 
tendency by some of the local colum- 
nists to make light of the whole con- 
‘troversy and the writing community’s 
response to it. Last Friday, Herb Caen 
proclaimed that ‘‘an awful lot of self- 
righteous nonsense has been going 
on.... The Constitution is not in 
danger.’’ We called Caen to ask him to 
specify who was perpetrating the self- 
righteous nonsense, but he didn’t res- 
pond in his column, and we hadn’t 
heard from him by press time. 

This Sunday, Stephanie Salter said 
that people shouldn’t pick on book- 
store chains when what we really want 
to do is ‘‘punch an 88-year-old Iranian 
psychopath in the face’’; bookstores 
have a right to stock (or not stock) any 
book they please, she claimed. What 
seems to have escaped Salter is that we 
have the right to criticize the chains for 
their actions, especially in light of the 
precedent they’ve set. In any case, 
Waldenbooks, B. Dalton and Barnes 
and Noble didn’t decide they weren’t 
interested in the book — they were in- 
terested enough to sell all their initial 
copies, locally. 

No one is denying the validity 
of the bookstores’ concerns about 
employee safety. The firebombings 
of two Berkeley bookstores 
(Cody’s and Waldenbooks) early 
Tuesday morning, though not at- 
tributed to any particular group 
by press time, seem likely to be 
tied to the Rushdie controversy. 
Early press reports stated that 
both stores would stock The Satanic 
Verses when it becomes available — 
if true, this is a courageous stand 
that deserves full community 
support. 

Media organizations have been 
slow to join the fray, leaving the fight 
by and large to writers’ groups. One ex- 
ception is the Northern California 
Chapter of the Society of Professional 
Journalists, the local chapter of the 
country’s largest organization of jour- 
nalists, representing 300 journalists 
locally. On Feb. 23rd SPJ adopted a 
resolution that condemned the 
Ayatollah’s actions and the bookstore 
chains’ capitulation and urged Viking 
Press to keep the books coming. “‘The 
Ayatollah must not be allowed to do by 
threat of assassination from Iran what 
the U.S. government is forbidden to do 
by law — censor books, publishers and 
writers,’’ the resolution reads in part. 
For a copy of the full resolution, con-

Lee Stinnett, executive director of 
ASNE, told us that that group would 
“probably”’ issue a statement on the 
situation, to be released over the wire 
services. If, as an organization or an in- 
dividual, you have a statement or a 
resolution you’d like to see printed, send 
it to us at the Bay Guardian, 2700 19th 
St., SF 94110, Attn: Books Editor. 

There have been other encouraging 
actions. The National Writers Union- 
sponsored picket of B. Dalton’s last 
week brought out a large crowd of 
writers and readers in defense of 
Rushdie. The bookstore chains backed 
down from their position of taking the 
book off their shelves. Last Friday’s 
reading from the book, sponsored by 
Mother Jones magazine, attracted so 
many people that a loudspeaker had to 
be set up outside the library. 

- The issues involved in the debate are 
clear; what tends to get lost is the book 
itself. It has been my good luck to be 
able to read it (thanks to a review copy) 
when so many have found it impossible 
to get. It’s too bad we couldn’t give you 
a taste of it through an excerpt, because 
The Satanic Verses is, in my opinion, a 
truly great book — and probably, due 
to all the publicity, one of the most 
misunderstood books ever. Hopefully, 
you’ ll be able to judge for yourselves in 
the near future — if The Satanic Verses 
makes it back to the shelves.

CHILDHOOD 
RITES 


CAT’S EYE. By Margaret Atwood. Dou- 
bleday, 446 pages, $18.95

ETURNING TO Toronto 

from Vancouver for a ret- 

rospective exhibit of her 

paintings is hardly a cheer- 

ful homecoming for Elaine 
Risley, the protagonist in Cat’s Eye, 
Margaret Atwood’s recently released 
novel and her first since The Hand- 
maid’s Tale. 

Cat’s Eye starts out with fascinating, 
vivid detail on the dynamics of child- 
hood cruelty and betrayal among girls 
and women, but retreats in the middle 
and the end to images of womanly rites 
of passage that are neither as fresh nor 
as powerful as the beginning promises. 

The story is told from the perspective 
of young Elaine, a child going through 
trauma in the 1940s, and simultaneously 
from the point of view of Elaine as a 
teenager, young adult and mature 
woman who has forgotten the particular 
formative experiences of childhood but 
is nonetheless shaped by them. 

According to the chronology, 
Elaine’s family moves into a house in 
Toronto at the end of World War II, 
after leading a nomadic existence, 
traveling around rural Canada from 
one caterpillar infestation to another 
with Elaine’s insect-specialist father. 

In Toronto, Elaine discovers that 
there are girls to play with. She has read 
about them in books but never had any 
female friends of her own age. She is 
both intrigued and uneasy about the 
new kinds of games girls play. They’re 
not like the games she used to play with 
her brother, which involved a lot of 
rugged and purposefully repulsive out- 
door activities. Instead, she learns how 
to make collages by cutting and pasting 
consumer items from shopping cata-' 
logs. She also, for the first time, finds 
unhappiness. 

Revisiting Toronto as an adult 
creates great anxiety for Elaine, as her 
paintings and her memories are 
brought together. It’s in Toronto that 
she retells the stories of the various 
shadows of her past. 

One such shadow is Cordelia, who, 
with Carol and Grace, was Elaine’s 
childhood tormentor. In the course of 
childhood play, these three (imitating 
the behavior of their parents) inflicted 
all manner of insult upon Elaine. Their 
cruelty reduced Elaine from a girl who 
once delighted in inspecting ‘‘earwax or 
snot or dirt from our toes’’ under a 
microscope with her brother to a nail- 

biting, hair-chewing, spineless pre- 
pubescent whose unwillingness to 
stand up to her “‘friends”’ is both in- 
furiating and deeply affecting. 

These childhood experiences have a 
definite impact on Elaine’s later life.

and at least two members of the five- 
member board opposed the landfill. 
The memo said the annexation ‘‘will 
take place as soon as membership on 
LAFCO is favorable but 1987 at the 
earliest. 

“Once Vallejo annexes Lynch,”’ the 
memo continued, ‘‘landfill permitting is 
almost a certainty as Willie Brown has 
promised to push through State....”” 

Cribbs told the Bay Guardian the 
reference to ‘‘State’’ meant the 
California Waste Management Board, 
and that the information came from 
Clare Ficklin, a Solano County 
developer who had met directly with 
Brown. Ficklin did not return repeated 
Bay Guardian phone calls placed to her 
Fairfield office and her home. 


ALLEJO SO FAR has not 

been able to annex Lynch 

Canyon, and Tri-County is 

now looking at developing a 

neighboring canyon just 
across the line in Napa County. But if 
Vallejo had been able to annex Lynch 
Canyon and Brown had kept his pro- 
mise to “‘push through” approval of 
the landfill on behalf of Tri-County — or 
if Brown had made any preliminary con- 
tacts with the CWMB or its staff in an- 
ticipation of a possible annexation — 
he could have been in violation of state 
law. 

FPPC spokeswoman Sandra 
Michioku told the Bay Guardian a 
1982 bill ‘‘restricts what a lawyer- 
legislator can do before a state board or 
agency.”’ That law, California Govern- 
ment Code Section 8920, specifically 
states that no member of the 
Legislature may accept a fee for “‘ap- 
pearing, agreeing to appear, or taking 
any other action on behalf of another 
person before any state board or agen- 
Cyan 

The conflict of interest provisions of 
the 1974 California Political Reform 
Act also state that no public official 
may ‘‘in any way attempt to use his of- 
ficial position to influence a govern- 
mental decision in which he knows or 
has reason to know he has a financial 
interest.’’ A financial interest includes 
any source of income of $250 or more. 

Since the Assembly helps set funding 
for the CWMB and decides on dozens 
of solid waste bills each session, and 
since the speaker appoints one of the 
members of the nine-member board, it 
would be virtually impossible for 
Brown to be involved with the board 
without his official position becoming 
a factor. 

Wayne Imberi, a staff member of the 
Political Reform Office under the 
secretary of state, told the Bay Guard- 
ian that if Brown ever contacted the 
board for Tri-County, “‘it sure sounds 
like a conflict of interest to me.” 

The Political Reform Act also re- 
quires all lobbyists to register with the 
secretary of state, and defines as a lob- 
byist anyone who is paid “‘to com- 
municate directly or through his or her 
agents with any elective state official, 
agency official or legislative official for 
the purpose of influencing legislative or 
administrative action.”’ 

The law exempts elected public of- 
ficials only when they are acting in an 
official capacity. And since Cribbs had 
to find out about Brown’s pledge 
through a Solano developer, it appears 
Brown was working more closely with 


Tri-County officials than with- 


gepresentatives of San Francisco. 

Brown’s name, however, does not 
appear in the state’s guide to lobbyists 
and Imberi said he would have noticed 
if Brown had registered on behalf of 
anyone. To the best of his knowledge, 
Brown has never registered as a lob- 
byist, he said. 

It may take a full investigation by the 
FPPC to determine whether Brown 
played any role in Knox’s efforts to 
find a legislative solution to the Lynch 


Canyon battle, or whether he made any 
effort to communicate with members 
of the CWMB. 

If the commission did decide to in- 
vestigate Brown, it would open up, in 
Imberi’s words, ‘‘a real hornets’ nest.”” 
A 1987 investigation by the San Jose 
Mercury News showed that Brown’s 
office often meddles in FPPC in- 
vestigations. For example, the FPPC 
kept William Cavala, an aide in 
Brown’s Office of Majority Services, 
apprised of sensitive developments in 
the agency’s investigation of a Brown 
ally, former Assemblyman Frank 
Vicencia (see “The story Willie Brown 
couldn’t kill,’’ Bay Guardian, 9/9/87). 

“Anyone who believes the FPPC 
isn’t subject to political influence,”’ 
Imberi said, ‘‘is living in some sort of 
dream world.” 

Michioku told the Bay Guardian it 
seemed unlikely that the FPPC would 
investigate a promise to commit a 
possible violation without some 
evidence that a violation actually took 
place. But the Cribbs memo certainly 
suggests an intent on Brown’s part to 
influence a state board on behalf of a 
private client. 

There are many basic questions that 
only a full investigation, backed by 
subpoena power, can answer adequate- 
ly: Who did Brown report to? Exactly 
how much did he make? What did he 
do for the money? Did he advise Knox? 
Has he used his influence in San Fran- 
cisco rate cases? Why would the gar- 
bage companies keep paying him huge 
amounts of money if he wasn’t politi- 
cally influential on their behalf? Is this 
the kind of work he does for all his ma- 
jor clients? Who are those clients, what 
do they pay his law firm and what does 
he do to earn that pay? 

And then there is the larger question: 
If Brown had to choose, who would he 
represent, San Francisco residents or 
the garbage companies? 

Many political insiders chuckle at the 
prospect of the FPPC, which is already 
compromised by Brown, investigating 
the speaker, but if the FPPC is not up 
to the task, perhaps the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation should include the 
Brown-Norcal connection in its widely 
reported probe of Sacramento corrup- 
tion. Because this time around, the 

man who has his hands in everything 
has inadvertently left a fingerprint.

BOOKS 
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When a young woman journalist ar- 
rives unexpectedly at the feminist 
‘‘Sub-Versions’’ gallery where the 
retrospective is showing to interview 
Elaine about her painting, the tensions 
mount. The writer questions Elaine 
about her career as an artist, highlight- 
ing her relationships with other women 
of her generation. 

““A lot of people call you a feminist 
painter,”’ she says. Elaine refuses to ad- 
mit any feminist influence or confess 
any harsh treatment at the hands of her 
male counterparts. Her responses are 
excessively chilly and unforthcoming. 
“T hate party lines, I hate ghettos. Any- 
way, I’m too old to have invented it and 
you’re too young to understand it, so 
what’s the point of discussing it at all?”’ 

All through the tense interview, 
Elaine feels as attacked and defensive 
as she was as a young girl. ‘‘What I hear 
is what she isn’t saying. Your clothes 
are stupid. Your art is crap. Sit up 
straight and don’t answer back.” 

Between her childhood trauma and 
her artistic retrospective, Elaine takes 
up art, loses her virginity, rescues 
another woman from the obligatory 
self-administered illegal abortion, 
bears two children, marries twice and 
discovers a kind of feminism in which 
she participates, but not quite comfor- 


tably. These events transpire without 
the kind of depth and detail of which 
Atwood is capable and that we see in 
the earlier parts of the novel. However, 
for Atwood’s sensitive descriptions of 
preteen trauma and retrospective 
angst, Cat’s Eyeis first-rate. 





WATER 
AND POWER 


ALIFE OF ITS OWN By Robert Gott- 
lieb. Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 352 
pages, $20.95.

HE JAN. 19th decision by 
state water planners to 
withdraw environmental 
protections for San Fran- 
cisco Bay surprised many 
Bay Area residents. But that’s only 
because few of us even begin to under- 
stand the complicated and often 
secretive workings of the water industry. 

That industry, however, is a critical 
player in many of the major issues facing 
California today — water quality, agri- 
culture, wilderness protection and ur- 
ban development, to name a few. The 
Jan. 19th decision is a testament to the 
power of Kern County corporate 
farmers, the L.A.-area Metropolitan 
Water District and other major players 
in the arcane world of the water in- 
dustry. Yet few of us know who and 
what these players are or how they work. 

Fortunately, Robert Gottlieb has 
written A Life of Its Own: The Politics 
and Power of Water. Gottlieb, a jour- 
nalist and historian on the faculty of 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles, is a longtime water industry 
critic who has also had:a look at the in- 
dustry from the inside. He first became 
interested in water issues while re- 
searching a book on the Chandler fam- 
ily, which owns the Los Angeles Times. 
He was later chosen to represent Santa 
Monica on the MWD board of direc- 
tors. That placed him in the unique 
position of attending both MWD cock- 
tail parties and the early strategy ses- 
sions for the successful campaign 
against the Peripheral Canal. 

Gottlieb has an academic tone to his 
writing — he tends to rattle off strings 
of facts rather than developing some of 
the drama that always surrounds major 
political conflicts — but for anyone 
truly interested in water’s role in 
politics and public policy, his facts are 
absolutely fascinating. 

Although A Life of Its Own covers a 
wide range of water issues, from water 
management in colonial days to the 
present quality of bottled drinking 
water, the true strength of the book is 
its examination of water’s role in the 
development and politics of California 
and other western states. 

Understanding that background is 
critical to understanding current strug- 
gles over water, and moreover, no one 
can honestly claim to understand 
California politics without first be- 
coming familiar with the inner work- 
ings of the water industry. That simple 
fact makes A Life of Its Own essential 
reading for anyone interested in public 
policy. a

that she works with similar parameters. 
“The primary limit is the fact that it’s a 
workplace. For everything I show that 
is extremely challenging, there is some- 
thing a little easier elsewhere.’’ Earls- 
Solari told the Bay Guardian that be- 
cause of the workplace setting, she 
stays away from imagery involving vio- 
lence or explicit nudity. 

Racist and sexist images are also 
taboo, added Linda Evans, who runs 
Art Programs Inc., a company com- 
missioned by corporations to design 
public exhibits. 

Danielle Hochman of Artline, who 
curated the exhibit of antique maps 
currently on display at 201 California, 
implied that downtown office spaces 
require a slightly more conservative ap- 
proach. ‘‘Downtown locations are 
more responsive to older works,’ she 
said. ‘‘In that environment, older art 
looks very nice.”” 


UILDING OWNERS and 

corporate marketers support 

these projects both for atmos- 

pheric and financial gain, be- 

cause lobby exhibits make a 
building more attractive to potential 
leasors. “‘It’s something they do to 
develop good PR with their tenants. They 
attract people looking for leasing space 
and it gives the tenants something to look 
at in their humdrum routine,’’ Covington 
explained. The One Market Plaza dis- 
plays are financed from a marketing bud- 
get to make the space more attractive and 
to increase building traffic. ““There are 
shops and restaurants inside so it doesn’t 
hurt to get more people passing through 
the building,’’ she said. 

The organization and funding of exhib- 
its and programs vary greatly from one 
corporate space to another. Some com- 
panies have a full-time staff for investing 
in art and curating exhibits. Office build- 
ing managers often hire outside consul- 
tants or find nonprofit arts groups to or- 
ganize displays. Some exhibitions in cor- 
porate spaces are coordinated by in- 
house volunteers who just don’t like to 
see the walls bare. 

For Artline’s Hochman, curating in 
office buildings is like having a gallery 
without any overhead. In her arrange- 
ments with the building management, she 
is paid an hourly fee to coordinate ex- 
hibits. The building pays to insure the art 
and Hochman receives commission from 
works that are sold. 

Carol Covington is a recent arrival on 
the corporate-space exhibit scene. Sheis a 
consultant, curator and dealer who spe- 
cializes in original art that is usually seen 
in reproductions, such as children’s book 
illustrations, record jacket graphics and 
New Yorker covers. Covington curated the 
recent ‘‘Art of the New Yorker’ exhibit 
at the Palace of the Legion of Honor and 
the vast interior courtyard of One Market 
Plaza is her first corporate-space exhibit. 

One of the two galleries on the south 
side of the building currently is showing 
“Newsweek on Assignment: 1985-1988.” 
Covington designed the show with peo- 
ple from the magazine and the result is 
a bold display of contemporary por- 
traits that range from a depiction of 
Nancy Reagan soon after her husband 
was shot to an image of San Francisco 
skinheads. There is a photo of a 
flustered-looking Jesse Jackson as well 
a black-and-white photo essay on 
blacks in the U.S. Farther afield are the 
Annie Leibovitz portrait of Sting and 
the photo of a Soviet midwife, in a 
fabulous textile print, examining a 
pregnant woman with an object look- 
ing more like a musical instrument than 
a stethoscope. 

The other One Market Plaza gallery 
contains a display of old tinted photos 
from the California Historic Society 
that make you feel as if you’re looking 
at a colorized movie that would have 
been better off in black-and-white. 


There is also a collection of antique 
cameras, ranging from art deco fold- 
out pouch-sized cameras to a KGB 
camera hidden in a cigarette pack. 

At the Pine Street Gallery at 101 Cal- 
ifornia Street, the current display of 
‘‘Mermaids and Myths of the Sea’’ was 
organized by Community Arts Inc., a 
nonprofit organization dedicated to 
public art. Elsa Cameron, who designs 
the art exhibits at the San Francisco 
Airport, works with CAI to make art 
more accessible to the public. CAI ex- 
hibits are curated by students in affilia- 
tion with the Lowie Museum of Anthro- 
pology at U.C. at Berkeley, and while 
they are exhibited in a corporate set- 
ting, Cameron is quick to point out that 
the shows are strictly educational, pro- 
fessional and non-commercial. ‘‘It just 
happens to take place in an office lob- 
by.’’ she said. “‘It’s more like a branch 
museum in a corporate setting and it’s a 
way of getting a collection out that other- 
wise wouldn’t be seen.” 

The space of the Pine Street Gallery is 
cramped compared to the openness of 
One Market Plaza, but the merfolk ex- 
hibit definitely commands attention. 
Two pieces in particular are outstanding: 
A mermaid chair by Christine De Camp, 
made out of paper, wood and metal, with 
bright red lobsters for arm rests and the 
shape of a mermaid appearing on the 
back with seashell nipples and purple 
hair; and a Mark Bulwinkle sheet metal 
piece comprised of 11 hinged panels with 
an image of Medusa carved out across the 
whole length of the piece. The exhibit is 
accompanied by detailed references to 
merfolk mythology, seafaring lore and 
historical detail about merpeople. The 
show seems to counter the notion that 
you can’t have experimental or challeng- 
ing art with contextual detail in a cor- 
porate environment. 

At the San Francisco offices of the 
Federal Reserve at 101 Market, the lobby 
display, though not strictly speaking ar- 
tistic, is extremely well-designed and 
-produced. There, interactive graphic 
computer programs and diagrams make 
economic theory seem interesting and 
help visitors learn how to maximize prof- 
its at a neighborhood muffin shop and 
how to develop universal employment in 
the U.S. Perhaps the government of- 
ficials spend too much time in their of- 
fices and not enough time playing with 
the exhibit downstairs. 

Over at 555 California in the Bank of 
America world headquarters, three gal- 
leries house rotating exhibits of mostly 
contemporary art. The A.P. Gianine 
Gallery is devoted solely to art that comes 
from BofA’s private collection, while the 
Concourse and Plaza galleries show pri- 
marily art from BofA’s collection and 
works on loan from contemporary ar- 
tists. In 1988 there were 24 shows in all. 
Eleven of those were group shows while 
the remainder were one-person exhibits. 
Fifteen of the shows were brought in 
from the outside, the others were curated 
entirely from B of A’s 6,000-piece collec- 
tion of contemporary art. 

Recent exhibits include Sampling 
American Quilts, and currently showing 
are ‘Lyn Haxton: A Painting Survey, 
1984-1988,”’ “‘Margaret Herscher: Cast 
Memories”’ and ‘‘Henri Matisse: Ilu- 
strated Book Selections.’’ Both the quilt 
exhibit and the Matisse are from BofA’s 
own art collection. 

“We try to collect a range of work,” 
said Earls-Solari, BofA’s art program 
director. ‘‘We wanted to be supporting 
the artists who were in the same timeline 
as we are so they are dealing with 
similar social, historical and philosoph- 
ical issues. You can’t do that if you collect 
works from the 19th century.” 

She added that the BofA exhibits help 
develop ‘‘corporate pride.’’ She said that 
the exhibits convey to workers that their 
company “thinks enough of them to put 
an important object in their environment. 
It’s exciting for them to see something in a 
magazine about Jennifer Bartlett and 
then come to work and see one of her 
works on display.”

Learn to repair and maintain your car 


By Peter Goggin 


INKERING WITH 

engines isn’t for everyone. 

You'll suffer gouged 

knuckles, grease-monkey 

fingernails and countless 
frustrations. But if you’re determined 
to work on your own car or motorcycle 
and don’t mind rolling up your sleeves 
for a weekend of engine work, you 
should at least be familiar with basic 
techniques. Otherwise you may end up 
having your car towed to the nearest 
garage to repair your repairs. 

The courses listed below offer dif- 
ferent levels of training. Some cover the 
most basic techniques, while others are 
designed to be taken as part of a voca- 
tional degree. While most of the hands- 
on courses supply the necessary tools, 
some ask that you bring your own. 
Since you’ll probably apply your new- 
found knowledge in your own garage, 
you’ll need to buy some tools if you 
don’t already own a set. With labor 
charges in San Francisco hovering 
around $50 an hour, do-it-yourself 
maintenance and repair is economical 
and you’ll make up the initial cost of 
tools in no time. 

Frank Schilling, ‘‘Tune-In and Tune- 
Up” instructor, recommends buying a 
ratchet and socket set, a set of screw- 
drivers and some box/open wrenches 
to start with. Before buying tools, 
check in a manual or ask your instruc- 
tor what would be the best size of tools 
to buy and whether you should get 
metric or standard wrenches and 
sockets. 

A new set of quality tools costs from 
$65 to $175, depending on the size and 
quantity in the set. For the best 
bargains Schilling suggests shopping at 
the Alameda Flea Market, where you 
can walk away with an adequate set of 
tools for $20 to $25. “If you’re just 
working on your car occasionally,’’ he 
adds, “‘you’ll probably lose the tools 
before they break anyway.”” 





San Francisco 
San Francisco Auto Center A six- 


session course for automotive novices 
provides hands-on instruction in 
preventive maintenance, fluids, -bat- 
tery, belts, tires and more. The course 
begins next fall, but hasn’t been sched- 
uled yet.

stimulate her. I think that our problem 
lies in the fact that she masturbates in 
what we think is an unusual fashion. 
She lies on her side with her palm be- 
tween her thighs and applies direct 
pressure to her clitoris while tightening 
her pelvic and leg muscles. She reaches 
orgasm quickly this way. Would her 
form of pressing and tightening mas- 
turbation be the cause of M.’s inability 
to reach orgasm through oral stimula- 
tion or am I just not getting it right? 
How do most women masturbate?

@ in the situation as stated some- 
one must be at fault? Either the book (for 
raising false expectations), your lover 
(for not masturbating ‘‘correctly’’) or 
you (for not giving good enough head).

The Dressmaker 

Plain, painfully shy 17-year-old 
Jane Horrocks lives in 1944

Whitelaw. The aunts share a 
love-hate relationship, so when 
Horrocks meets Mississippi 
Yank Tim Ransom, Whitelaw’s 
delighted, but all the puritani- 
cal Plowright can think of are 
the declining sexual stan- 
dards. Horrocks, however, is 
completely smitten with Ran- 
som, who at first seems at- 
tracted to her, but when he 
meets Whitelaw, her worldli- 
ness fascinates him far more 
than Horrocks’ over-inno- 
cence.

Seta ze S IF THE San Francisco International Film Festival doesn’t give 
you enough to keep track of, with more than 80 different programs at the Kabuki, a day at the Castro and a parallel 
schedule at Pacific Film Archive, there are festival programs before the festival officially begins. These are the Golden 
Gate Awards and winners’ screenings, and they’re free. 

The SFIFF itself is non-competitive. Films are invited to be in it and their reward is the honor of being asked — plus 
whatever publicity and perhaps distribution deals they’re able to milk it for. The Golden Gate Awards, a competitive 
sidebar of non-theatrical films, videos and television programs, is almost as old (27 years) as the festvial itself (32 years). 
More than 600 entries were submitted for this year’s awards, and 79 of them won something. One, Family Gathering, 
also scored an Oscar nomination in the Documentary Short Subject category. 

The awards ceremony will be held Wed., March 7th at 7:30 pm at the Kabuki, with showings of four winners, in- 
cluding Isadora Duncan: Movement from the Soul, an excellent documentary by San Francisco’s Daniel Geller and 
Dayna Goldfine. Five more winners will be screened at the Kabuki the next day in a marathon from noon to 5 pm. 

Then the festival officially gets underway with the opening night feature, Terry Gilliam’s The Adventures of Baron 
Munchausen, and a festive party with dining and dancing. That’s not free. Try $100, or $25 for just the film ($5 less for 
festival members). 

KQED-TV has scheduled Golden Gate Award winners this week at 11 pm nightly through Friday, and there will be ad- 
ditional free shows at the Kabuki next Monday through Friday, March 13th-17th, at noon. Still more winners are 
sprinkled among the regular festival programs. Check the festival program guide for more information, or call 
931-FILM.

WHEN THE FOLKS AT Wilkes Bashford, the 
classy downtown clothing store, conceived 
a need for a showroom covered in what 
looks like rusted metal — but weren’t too 
keen on the idea of rust flaking all over the 
merchandise — they called Ken Gwin. 

Gwin is a San Francisco artist with the 
magic touch for conjuring up marble out of 
cement, or in this case, rust out of a paint 
tube. At Art Effects, the business Gwin runs 
out of his 25th Street studio, rock music 
blares as he and a few assistants decide 
what side of an onyx block to copy for a 
plastic covered lamp hood they're design- 
ing for a salad bar. A few feet away is a 
model for a large mural that eventually will 
look like a fresco from a Florentine villa. 

Gwin explained that there are certain 
tricks to making something look old. ‘Look 
at this,’ he said, pointing to a block of 
wood covered with different types of 
cracked paint, ‘‘often you make things that 
are designed to fail — a paint that will 
wrinkle and peel. Then we add paint on top 
to make the colors look dirty."’ 

Gwin’s intent is to provide what he calls a 
“‘lyrical’' degree of reality. The dramatic ef- 
fects that he creates come from giving that 
piece of wood or cement the ‘‘romance’’ of 
some other material. ‘‘Kind of like Disney- 
land,'’ he joked. Because the materials 
Gwin uses are lighter and cheaper than 
marble or rosewood, for example, stores, 
hotels and restaurants are some of his big- 
gest clients. But you can see his best- 
known design, the huge sundial on the 
Crocker Bank building, just by walking 
down Montgomery Street.

XTC’s latest: Charming but not goop.

Elvis Costello, Spike 

(Warner Brothers) 

Several things conspire to make the 
post-punk laureate’s latest as thorny as it 
is seductive. It's the sort of album that in- 
itially keeps you at arms’ length only to 
draw you in that much more powerfully 
as you peruse its complexity. Shelving 
the Attractions, Costello taps such 
diverse musicians as Roger McGuinn, 
Paul McCartney, T Bone Burnett, The 
Dirty Dozen Brass Band, Allen Toussaint, 
Tom Petty keyboardist Benmont Tench, 
Chrissie Hynde, Cait O'Riordan, Donal 
Lunny, guitarist Marc Ribot and percus- 
sionist Michael Blair from Tom Waits’ 
band, and fiddler Steve Wickham from 
the Waterboys. 

On 14 painstakingly crafted songs (15 
on the compact disc), he employs the 
musicians like different repertory com- 
panies. Then, mixing, matching, overdub- 
bing and editing, Elvis directs a series of 
small motion pictures, linked primarily by 
his own ragged and wrung-out vocals. 
The music ranges all over the stylistic 
map, as the credits of Byrds, Beatles, 
New Orleans R&B stalwarts, Irish folkies 
and grating noisemakers might indicate. 
The influences and instruments (horns, 
bells, marimbas, harmonium, accordion, 
mandolin, hubcaps) pile up into an over- 
whelming heap during early listenings 
but gradually sort themselves out into 
discrete gems. Slowly, the distance nar- 
rows between the artfully arranged 
music and the immediacy of Costello's 
wrenching vocals. The outward-looking 
psychological and political themes — 
other people's offenses, obsessions, op- 
pression, losses and lessons — become 
personal. The protagonist's anger on 
“Tramp the Dirt Down" (on Margaret 
Thatcher's grave) becomes Costello's. 

The fragmented lyrics are often blur- 
red in the singing, but, as always, certain 
words and hooks match perfectly and 
won't turn you loose. ‘'Veronica,’’ written 
with the cute Beatle, is the closest thing 
to a single. The unnerving chorus of ‘‘Let 
Him Dangle,’' the tumbling refrain of 
“Deep Dark Truthful Mirror,’ the music 
hall chorus ‘‘God's Comic,"’ the imagery 
of ‘‘Satellite'’ and a dozen other shards 
keep stabbing long after the the needle’s 
been lifted. 

Knotty, ambitious and obsessive, 
Spike turns Tin Pan Alley values inside 
out and turns the outside world into a 
series of meticulously wrought internal 
dramas, securing Costello's place as a 
supreme architect of anti-pop.

Turtle Island String Quartet, 
Metropolis (Windham Hill Jazz) 
Don't let any of the names fool you. 
Turtle Island is like no other “‘string 
quartet.” ‘Chamber jazz" is inadequate 
because it puts the formality in front of 
the swing — something this band never 
does. ‘'New acoustic” is too vague. Even 
Darol Anger's proposed ‘‘American ver- 
nacularemusic”’ is too conceptual. Last 
year's debut was the first tantalizing 





realization of a concept — a classically 
formatted string band playing jazz. On 
Metropolis, Anger, violins; Irene Sazer, 
viola and violins; Mark Summer, cello; and 
David Balakrishnan, violin, are so 
creative in their tight arrangements, free- 
wheeling solos and innovative use of 
strings for lead, harmony and percussion 
voices that you forget about the concept 
at the outset. They even use a drummer 
on one cut — Steve Smith on “Four on 
the Floor’' — and the blend is seamless, 
not jarring. The repertoire, including 
Coltrane's ‘‘Naima,’’ Lee Morgan's 
Sidewinder,’ Duke Pearson's 
“Jeannine” and Horace Silver's 
“Ecaroh,”’ is brilliantly chosen for its 
compatibility with Turtle Island's sinewy 
sound. And the originals, especially 
Balakrishnan's “Mr. Bumbles” and 
Anger's ‘Street Stuff,’’ show that the 
band will not only reinterpret the classics 
but will define their new genre through 
composition as well.

XTC, Oranges and Lemons 
(Geffen Records) 

XTC's sound has changed appreciably 
since the days when it recorded '‘Drums 
and Wires,”’ and the tone of the music 
has become quite a bit more optimistic. 
Yet the themes that songwriter Andy 
Partridge likes to explore — non- 
conformity, children and the simple life 
— are still the main focus on the band's 
latest LP. Ever less angular and dis- 
sonant and ever more relentlessly 
melodic, XTC still exhibits a busy, buzzy, 
rhythmic undercurrent in even its pop- 
piest material: Partridge can't seem to 
resist adding almost every fillip he can 
think of to his work. (‘‘Merely a Man’’ for 
instance, has charging, Sgt. Pepper-y 
horns; every other number is equally 
chock-full of sound-FX.) 

Oranges and Lemons (the title's from 
an English nursery rhyme about the bells 
of St. Clemens) has one too many 
lounge-jazz numbers ("‘Chalkhills and 
Children,"’ “King For a Day’ — the latter 
one of three overly-easy numbers 
penned by Colin Moulding, whose 
material is becoming more and more dis- 
tinct from Partridge's), but for the most 
part, the album is quite delightful. 
Partridge is really keen on writing songs 
that convey an '‘all you need is love”’ 
philosophy (they seem to be in reference 
to his children, note the many nursery 
rhymes and Wizard of Oz motifs) but 
happily for us, he's just a little too 
eccentric and quirky to be able to write a 
song that’s complete goop — some 
musical complexity or wry aside always 
gets in the way. 

| think the single, ‘‘Mayor of Simple- 
ton,’ is the most charming love song to 
appear on the radio since Elvis Costello's 
“Every Day | Write the Book.’ ‘Merely 
A Man,”’ with its funny take on pop 
psychology, the almost-vicious irony of 
“Scarecrow People” and the hysterical 
double entendre ‘‘Pink Thing” are 
equally pleasurable.

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PYLON RETURNS 


The legendary Athens band reunites after 
six years of silence

T’S FIVE O’CLOCK ona winter 

afternoon in the Mission District, 

and a chilly sun is setting over 

Twin Peaks, casting a cold blue 

light on the city. Physically, I’m 
sitting at my desk here in San 
Francisco, chatting on the phone to 
yet another member of an aspiring 
rock’n’roll band. But my heart is in 
Athens, Georgia, where kudzu covers 
the countryside and the jonquils are 
already in bloom. 

The aspiring band member I’m talk- 
ing to is Curtis Crowe, drummer for 
Pylon, one of the original members of 
the mythic Athens scene and co-founder 
of the 40 Watt Club, an upstairs dive in 
downtown Athens that houses the 
souls of bands like R.E.M., Love Trac- 
tor and, of course, Pylon itself. 

Pylon has just reformed, which is 
reason to rejoice: This is, after all, the 
band that R.E.M. declares to be the 
greatest American band of all time. 
Pylon’s been defunct for six years, 
although its incredibly charming al- 
bums, Gyrate and Chomp, are still in 
print on DB records and a new CD 
compilation will be released soon. 

In 1986, R.E.M. made a B-side hit 
out of the Pylon-penned song ‘‘Crazy,”’ 
helping to ensure that the name of the 
band didn’t completely fade from peo- 
ple’s lips. Three months ago, Pylon 
played its first reunion gig (the lineup 
includes all four original members) to 





3,500 people on Legion Field at the . 


University of Georgia in Athens. This 
spring they’ll be making a quickie West 
Coast tour to check out the idea of, as 
Crowe puts it, ‘‘actually gettin’ paid to 
do something fun.”’ 

The concept of Pylon as a business 
proposition is kind of a scary one, 
however: Not just to former fans, but

to the band members themselves. After 
all, this is a band who broke up simply 
because, Crowe explains, ‘‘the business 
end of it seemed so nasty and unappeal- 
ing.’’ Lots of other rock bands have 
made that discovery; few have: been 
quite as doggedly decisive as Pylon 
about rejecting it. All four members 
immediately got out of the racket of 
making records almost the minute the 
idea occurred to them. 

“‘When we quit,’’ Crowe explains, 
“we really hadn’t done anything else. 
We saw being in a band as this big 
tangent to our lives; an aside. It was like 
we’d done our four years at rock band 
college and had graduated, or some- 
thing. We were thinking, ‘well, that 
was fun, but let’s get on with our lives 
and be artists or something.’ ’’ (All 
four members of the band had majored 
in the visual arts at the University of 
Georgia.) 

After throwing in the towel, the 
members of Pylon started scratching 
around Athens for other livings. ‘‘We 
all saw each other all the time down- 
town shopping and stuff,’’ Crowe says. 
Meanwhile, guitarist Randy Bewley 
and Crowe became cabinetmakers, 
while bassist Michael Lachowski 
started a bike repair business. Singer 
Vanessa Briscoe Hay (nee Ellison) 
managed a copy shop; and all four 
band members got married. 

“But, you know, after we got our 
personal lives together and got out in 
the real world working for a while,”’ 
Crowe says, “‘we realized that the only 
thing you can do as far as a career goes 
is what makes you happy, so you might 
as well make it pay. This is what we do 
best, and nothing else has been as 
fulfilling as we thought it would be.”’ 

Reforming, he adds, was no pre- 
planned thing. ‘‘We were just bored 
with our day jobs all at the same time, 
for once. Plus some royalty money 
came in on something all in a lump 
sum, and we were Just bowled over by it. 
The lure of doing something fun with 
the potential of getting paid was too 
strong ... we started talking about 


getting together again. And then our 
first few practices were just so amazing, 
that was the end of the discussion.”” 

The mythos of Athens has gripped 
the minds of rock fans ever since the 
release of the first LP by the B-52s. 
That record was the harbinger of a 
wave of music emanating from a town 
that, until the early 80s, the rest of the 
world hardly knew existed. Hot on the 
heels of the B-52s were a plethora of 
unique and innovative bands like 
Pylon and R.E.M. Athens started to 
echo with the sound of sky blue bells 
ringing, and a regenerative movement 
in American rock’n’roll was born. 

But all this is all just an age-old 
catechism to fans of modern rock. 
After all, bands like the B-52s and 
R.E.M. are now rock’s monsters, play- 
ing at being pop stars to the masses. 
Those who stayed behind in Athens, 
however, just watched the world go by 
“Tike a crazy parade,’’ Crowe volun- 
teers. ““The whole MTV thing hap- 
pened in about ’84; rock just didn’t 
look good any more. It had lost its 
original appeal.”’ 

Thanks to MTV and the success of 
R.E.M., Athens has recently been 
overrun with college freshmen fed on 
the myth: “‘A lot of them are kind of 
self-conscious,’’ Crowe says, ‘‘though 
there are some good bands among 
them, and they’re real enthusiastic. 
They’re kind of cut-off from the older 
rock crowd, though.’’ 

Happily, enough of those young 
fans had heard of Pylon to make 
Pylon’s reunion the subject of real 
jubilation in the South. 

“We played the Atlanta Center 
Stage last month and it was sold-out,”’ 
Crowe says, awestruck. ‘‘We were 
pretty surprised, but then, in our home 
town there’s still a lot of people who 
were fans of ours then who’ve never 
gone anywhere. The true test was going 
out of town, and there we were amazed 
at the number of kids in the crowd, 15, 
16 years old, singing along to every- 
thing. There was one girl, she couldn’t 
have been 20, going insane at one show 
and my wife said, ‘Just think, when 
your first single came out, she was 
10-years-old,’’ and all of us just went, 
‘OOOOH NOOOO!’ ” 

Crowe doesn’t mention it, but one 
final inducement to reform may have 
come from the fact that for the last six 
years, Pylon has been observing its 
friends and neighbors scrambling to the 
top of the pop heap. Just as none of the 
members of Pylon ever left Athens 
after college, neither did members of 
more successful bands, such as R.E.M. 
and Crowe’s sister’s band, Guadalcanal 
Diary. In fact, most of the old guard 
have succeeded well enough in music to 
actually purchase — and renovate — 
the drafty old Victorian houses in the 
run-down old neighborhood that 
used to be the only one cheap enough to 
rent in. (But don’t even ask what a two- 
story, 3,000-square-foot Victorian, with 
yard, costs in Athens; it’s enough to 
make any sane San Franciscan weep in 
frustration and envy.) 

“Every band member lives in like 
this three-block radius,’’ Crowe 
laughs. ‘‘Me, Andrew from Love Trac- 
tor, Jefferson from R.E.M., John Poe 
of Guadalcanal, Michael Stipe . . . we 
all managed to get our neighborhood 
deemed historic; you should have 
seen the zoning committee meeting at 
City Hall the night every band in 
Athens turned up to fight for their 
houses.”” 

At that, the smell of honeysuckle 
seems to be seeping out of the phone. 
Night is falling on San Francisco, but 
still we chat on, about the state of 
rock’n’roll and a town where its spirit 
never dies. ‘“You know,” Crowe contin- 
ues, “‘I used to think that rock’n’roll, 
the feeling of it, was this purely tem- 
porary thing, that only fit into a narrow 
time slot in my life. I thought that when 
I grew old rock would die with me. But 
it turns out it keeps on going. dt turns 
out, it evolves with you.”’ a

LIFETIME OF JAZZ 


An interview with jazz singer Sheila Jordan

OR MANY people in this 
society, turning 60 is hardly 
reason to celebrate. But last 
Nov. 18th, when she talked to 
the Bay Guardian by phone 
from Knoxville, Tennessee, jazz singer 
Sheila Jordan couldn’t have been hap- 
pier. ‘‘It was always my wish that I’d be 
singing on my birthday,’’ she said on 
the very day she crossed into her sev- 
enth decade. ‘‘This is the first time ever 
in my life that I’ve had a gig on my 
birthday, and it’s my favorite way to 
sing, with just bass, in a new place.” 

This weekend, Jordan will be singing 
in places all around the Bay Area. Fri- 
day night she and bassist Harvie Swartz 
play the intimate Laurel Heights Audi- 
torium at UC San Francisco; Saturday 
night they cross the Bay to give a con- 
cert in the splendid Maybeck Recital 
Hall in Berkeley; and Sunday after- 
noon they join pianist Smith Dobson in 
the beautiful seaside setting of the Bach 
Dancing and Dynamite Society in Half 
Moon Bay. 

Not so long ago, Jordan couldn’t 
have been sure that she would make it 
to 60 or that she would be making her 
living solely by singing. The child of a 
‘really dirt poor’’ family in the coal 
mining region of western Pennsylvan- 
ia, Jordan might have followed her 
parents to an unhappy end. ‘‘I had my 
problems with alcohol and drugs,”’ she 
admits freely. ‘‘I quit drinking ten years 
ago and then fooled around with co- 
caine. I just got myself clean and dry in 
the past three years. It took me some 
time to realize that I was worth some- 
thing, that I had something to say and 
that I didn’t have to go out the same

way my family went out.”’ 

She also might have worked until 
retirement as a secretary, in the job she 
took 21 years ago when times were es- 
pecially lean for a pure jazz singer. But 
she was laid off in August of 1987, four 
years before she would be eligible for 
Social Security. ‘‘Shocked wasn’t the 
word for it. I was devastated,”’ she ex- 
plains. ‘‘I thought, what am I gonna do 
now? At least my kid’s grown up and 
she has a good job and she’s on her 
own. But I started having illusions 
about being a bag lady.’’ Her employer 
gave her a year’s severance pay and the 
promise of part-time typing when she 


needed it, but Jordan has been too busy - 


the past few years to go back. “‘I guess I 
shouldn’t have had to worry, because 
ever since I lost that job I haven’t 
stopped working. I never thought I’d 
be working this much. I used to pray 
for it all the time, and I spent the last 
couple years praying like crazy because 
I said I’m gonna be 60 pretty soon.”’ 

A singer whose style is firmly rooted 
in the bebop of the late ’40s and early 
’50s, Jordan is one of the few vocalists 
who can evoke the nocturnal wistful- 
ness of Billie Holiday while remaining 
absolutely true to the immediate feel- 
ings in her own heart. She is especially 
moving in the demanding duet setting 
of bass and voice, rising to the occasion 
through an enthralling vocal wedding of 
music and emotion. Every word she sings 
embodies her lifelong quest for personal 
dignity and recognition of the music. 

“T wasn’t ever about to let this music 
go,’’ she says. ‘If I had to pay to doit, I 
was gonna do it. That was my attitude 
from the time I first started singing 
jazz. I would support this music until it 
could support me, and if it could never 
support me, that was OK, too. I wasn’t 
going to put it down and forget about 
it. The music is too special and it needs 
to be kept alive.” 

Singing came naturally in the pov- 
erty-stricken mining towns of western 
Pennsylvania and Jordan, born Sheila 
Dawson, started when she was three 
years old. ‘‘Those miners used to sing 
all those old songs,’’ she recalls. 
“‘They’d get drunk and sing for days. 
Then they’d go back down in the mine 
on Monday. That was their entertain- 
ment. We didn’t have any libraries 


where I was, and you had to walk three 
or four miles to a movie theater, so 
there wasn’t much entertainment, ex- 
cept for beer gardens.”’ 

Sheila was the only member of her 
immediate family to finish high school, 
but she did it in Detroit, where, her 
working-class background impelled 
her into a new social circle. ‘‘I really 
identified with black kids when I finally 
moved to Detroit in my teens, because I 
really felt they understood me, and I 
heard their music and I knew that this 
was an outlet for the way I wanted to 
sing, for my feelings and emotions. Sol 
adopted their music in order to get my 
story out. It’s not my culture, definitely 
not, but I feel that what I’ve done is 
taken the music and been able to use my 
own feelings and emotions in it without 
really stealing from the black musi- 
cians. I want to be on the bandwagon, 
even if I am white.” 


the revolutionary jazz sound called 

bebop that was being invented 

by Charlie Parker, Dizzy Gillespie, 
Thelonious Monk and others. Like 
many musicians of her day, Jordan 
came to regard Parker as something 
larger than life, ‘‘I’d been looking for 
some kind of music to sing,”’ she says. 
“When I heard Bird I realized, well, 
that’s the music I want to do. I’ll 
dedicate my life to this music. And I 
did. The first time I heard him, this chill 
ran through me. It was unbelievable. It 
was like it wasn’t a human being play- 
ing, it was like a spirit. I just got turned 
onto Charlie Parker and that was it.”’ 
As of last fall, Jordan still had not 
seen Bird, Clint Eastwood’s biographi- 
cal film about Charlie Parker. But its 
mention triggered a long stream of lov-

‘ing thoughts about her hero. ‘‘I’m sort 


of afraid,’’ she said. ‘‘I can’t seem to 
get myself to go. I didn’t see Lady Sings 
the Blues until it was on television, and 
then my daughter forced me to see it. I 
guess when you grew up in that era, and 
knew Bird, and hung out with Bird and 
all those guys, it’s just so personal. Did 
they give Bird a gold tooth? ’Cause I 
remember his gold tooth and this 
wonderful smile. He had the most fan- 
tastic smile, like a little boy when he 
smiled, such a warm, beautiful beam- 
ing smile, and the way he stood when he 
played his horn, good lord! I hope they 
really portrayed Bird as the brilliant 
man he was, even with his drug addic- 
tion and alcoholism he was so intelligent, 
he could talk on any level. Bird turned 
me on to Bartok and Stravinsky and 
painting and dance. I just hope that the 
movie portrays the hope and encour- 
agement he gave to young people like 
myself. I never thought he was going to 
be around for any length of time, he 
was just too mind-blowing. I came to 
New York chasin’ Bird, that and because 
of the racial prejudice in Detroit.”’ 
While in high school, Jordan’s inter- 
racial associations were challenged by 
school authorities and police. After 
picking her up with some of her black 
friends on a routine sweep, one Detroit 
cop told her, ‘“‘I have a nine-year-old 
daughter and if I thought I was going to 
find her like I’m finding you tonight, 
I’d go home and shoot her.’ Is that 
sick? Is that sick?!’’ Jordan asks. ‘‘I’ll 
never forget that and I’ll never forget 


his eyes, these steel grayish eyes, andhe _ 


was just full of hatred.”’ 

But Jordan was not to be deterred. 
She moved to New York in 1950, mar- 
ried a black musician, the great pianist 
Duke Jordan, in 1952, and gigged 
around town until she was discovered 
by composer/arranger George Russell 
at the turn of the Sixties. It was 
Russell’s radical arrangement and Jor- 
dan’s stunning vocal treatment of 
“You Are My Sunshine’”’ (on the 1962 
Riverside recording The Outer View) 
that introduced Jordan’s haunting 
voice to the greater jazz world. Russell 
and Jordan had visited the singer’s 
childhood territory around Summer-

Two plays deal with communion of souls

ABBI-SCHOLAR Abra- 

ham Heschel once described 

the Jewish Sabbath as “a 

palace in time.” In the 

Traveling Jewish Theatre’s 
current production of Dybbuk, that 
palace is dim and shadowy, suffused with 
the lonely spirits of the dead. Of course, 
that’s what a Dybbuk is: a disengaged 
spirit who can’t rest, a dead soul search- 
ing for a body to shelter it. 

A naive but potent mix of mysticism, 
romance and terror, the Dybbuk story 
has been a staple of Jewish theater for 
nearly 70 years. Performed in Hebrew 
or in English, as a ballet or as a 
drama, the tale can resonate on several 
frequencies. 

Asa love story about two young peo- 
ple who embrace in death when their 





parents forbid them to marry in life, it’sa ic 


Jewish Romeo and Juliet. As an evoca- 
tion of rural Eastern European Jewry it 
depicts the same world one encounters 
in Marc Chagall paintings and I.B. 
Singer stories, a lost world destroyed by 
the Holocaust. And in its triumph of 
death over life it underscores the shift 
from religious faith to pessimism that 
has characterized much of Jewish 
thought in this century. 

In this version, ATJT emphasizes the 
darker aspects of the Dybbuk myth, 
and forgoes the incipient sentimentality 
almost entirely. The group is using an 
English adaptation by Bruce Myers 


that pares S. Ansky’s original Dybbuk 
down to the bone. 

The roles are divided between only 
two versatile actors, Corey Fischer and 
Sarah Ludlow. The stage stays bare ex- 
cept for a table, chairs and a coatrack 
bearing a few shawls, hats and other 
items of clothing (designed by Eliza 
Chugg). In such neutral surroundings, 
Jim Quinn’s deft use of lights and 
shadows against the theater’s polished 
wood floor and brick walls assumes 
tremendous importance. The interplay 
of darkness, candlelight and lamplight 
is so subtle that it’s like looking into a 
world where electricity hasn’t been in- 
vented yet. 

Dybbuk opens with a modern couple 
at Shabbos dinner. The woman involves 
the man in acting out the Dybbuk 
legend as an antidote to a sudden attack 





of despair. By the end of the tale, when 
the protagonist Leah has been reunited 
with her dead lover in heaven, the 
modern couple reaffirm their love too. 

Though the show looks beautiful 
from the start, it takes a while to get the 
blood pumping through it. The early 
scenes are slow and somber, as if the ac- 
tors were weighing every word for 
posterity. But halfway through, tall, 
bearded Fischer puts on a shawl and 
becomes a lovable Yiddish grandma, 
and Ludlow gives vacant-eyed Leah a 
pinch of sparkle. The two clamor over 
chairs and table to get to an imaginary 
cemetery, make us laugh a little, and 
suddenly we’re into story theater, 
where the actors can make you believe 
almost anything. 

By the time they get to Leah’s fabled 
exorcism at the hands of an ancient- 
looking rabbi, we’re in their thrall. The 
exorcism itself, framed by lit candles, is 
an excitingly choreographed, life and 
death tug-of-war over Leah’s shawl. 
And the lovers’ reunion is staged as a 
parallel dance: There’s no touching 
allowed in the spirit world. 

Such vivid nuances from director 
Mark Samuels help make up for the ener- 
vated start. In the end, this piece shows 
that the Dybbuk myth can still move us in 
mysterious ways, and still remind us of 
the strange communion possible between 
the dead and the living. 


SUNNIER FORM of commu- 
yk nion can be found at the Cur- 

ran Theatre in Driving Miss 
Daisy, Alfred Uhry’s gentle look at the 
20-year relationship between an elderly 
woman and her chauffeur. 

When the play opens, Miss Daisy 
(portrayed on this national tour by 
Julie Harris) is a proud, cantankerous 
Southern Jew in her 70s; her driver, 
Hoke Coleburn (Brock Peters), is a wi- 
ly black man in his 60s. The plot 
bounces along on a predictable odd- 
couple track: The two barely get along 
at first, slowly grow to respect one 
another, and respect eventually blos- 
soms into affection. 

But Driving Miss Daisy neatly avoids 
the pitfalls of interracial schmaltz by 
giving its characters some bite, and 
bringing in outside political events (the 
civil rights movement, an anti-Semitic 
bombing) without making them seem 
grafted on. Uhry based his Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play on the actual rela- 
tionship between his grandmother and 
her chauffeur, and his characters have 
an authentic tartness. 

Harris acts too spry for Daisy’s age 
at times, and Peters makes Hoke more 
benign than necessary. (Stephen Root, 
as Daisy’s good-ole-boy son Boolie, is 
just about perfectly cast, but he func- 
tions mostly as dramatic glue). Still, it’s 
fun to watch some great actors work 
out, and it’s good to see a play about old 
people that doesn’t romanticize or de- 
mean them. This is a show you can take 
your mother or grandmother to. It 
won’t make either of you wince. |

hill, Pennsylvania. ‘‘I took him back 
there when the miners were out of 
work,’’ she remembers. ‘‘They had re- 
quested a song, ‘Sunshine,’ and I sang 
it. George arranged it, and we recorded 
it, basically as musical tribute to the 
coal miners of Pennsylvania. It could 
have been any song. The feeling was for 
all the pain the miners were going 
through. If he had requested ‘Blue 
Skies’ or ‘Darktown Strutters Ball,’ it 
wouldn’t have mattered. It would have 
been just as strong a statement.” 
Although she was named in the 1963 
Down Beat Critic’s Poll as the female 
singer ‘deserving wider recognition,”’ 
after recording her Blue Note debut, 
Portrait of Sheila, Jordan has never 
gained much popular attention. “I 


never had any illusions about being a 
star and I still don’t,”’ she says. ‘‘I just 
wanted to do the music and I wanted to 
keep it pure.” 

In the 1970s, Jordan’s voice was 
heard sparingly, but in the ’80s her 
work pace has accelerated with each 
passing year. Her exquisite 1986 LP, 
The Crossing, was released on San 
Francisco’s Black-Hawk label. She has 
probably been busier singing in the past 
two years than at any other time in the 
previous 25. In addition to working with 
bassist Swartz, she has performed avant- 
garde opera and toured Europe, the U.S. 
and Far East with Swiss composer/band- 
leader George Gruntz, and taught music 
in Graz, Austria. It’s no wonder that her 
disposition is so sunny even after all the 
trials that came with a life in jazz. “‘Isn’t it 
wonderful how busy I’ve been?”’ she 
asks rhetorically. “‘It’s not bad being 60 
when you’ re singing.” z

HREE NEW films with 

primarily black casts go 

back anywhere from one 

year to several decades for 

their inspiration. It’s 
where they go from there that counts, 
and the results are mixed. 

Tap has elements in its plot of 
Golden Boy and The Jazz Singer, 
among many old films, and legendary 
dancers in its cast who go back just as 
far. It would be nice if those dancers 
were visually identified, at least during 
the closing credits. 

Shot like a music video, Tap has a 
visual rhythm even in its rare music-free 
moments. The tapid plot doesn’t in- 
terfere too much with the tapper- 
tunities for Gregory Hines and com- 
pany to do some tap-notch dancing ina 
feel-good vehicle that showcases old 
styles while bringing them up to date, 
thus pleasing audiences of all ages and 
races. The dramatic rhythm isn’t as 
steady as the dance rhythm, but for- 


tunately there’s enough dancing that it 
hardly matters. 

When Max Washington (Hines) re- 
turns to Manhattan from two years in 
the musically named Sing Sing, word 
spreads that ‘he’s got his [dancing] 
shoes back on.’’ (Substitute ‘‘guns’’ 
for ‘‘shoes’’ and you’ve got a classic 
Western cliche.) His dad’s old dancing 
school has turned into a virtual rest 
home for retired dancers (Harold 
Nicholas, Sandman Sims, Arthur 
Duncan, Bunny Briggs, Steve Condos, 
Jimmy Slyde and Pat Rico). King of 
their hall is Littlke Mo (Sammy Davis 
Jr.), who’s also the father of Amy 
(Suzzanne Douglas), who was Max’s 
woman in the past. He wants her back 
but she resists long enough to give the 
film a dash of suspense. 

Word of Max’s release also spreads 
among the criminal element, headed by 
Dick Anthony Williams, and they also 
want their prodigal son to come home. 
So Max is torn between two worlds and 
opportunities to use two sets of God- 
given skills — one legal, the other 
lucrative. He tries to keep one foot in 
each world, but we’re never in doubt as 
to which side he’ll end up on. 

The next generation of dance is 
represented by 15-year-old Savion 
Glover as Amy’s son. He gets to do a 
mean routine of his own. 

Tap is a star vehicle for Hines, who is 
more than worthy of it. Plotwise it’s 
hardly more substantial than an old Elvis 
Presley movie, but several extended 


‘dance numbers add far more than a few 
two-minute rock’n’roll songs, and pro- 
duction values are first-rate. 

A mild sex scene may keep the very 
young away, but Tap is basically the 
80s version of wholesome, uplifting 
family entertainment. 


OING FOR laughs in Naked 
CG Gun fashion, I’m Gonna Git 

You Sucka needs twice as many 
gags as it has because not enough of 
them work, especially in a slow, silly 
beginning. To the film’s credit, it gets 
funnier as it goes along, instead of 
petering out as The Naked Gun did. 

Many elements of the ‘‘blaxploitation’’ 
films of the ’70s are hardly ripe for lam- 
pooning, having stretched their own 
plots and action sequences far beyond 
the point of being taken seriously. The 
best parts of Sucka come when stars like 
Jim Brown and Isaac Hayes make fun of 
their old images, as Burt Lancaster and 
Kirk Douglas did in Tough Guys (not to 
be confused with Hayes and company in 
Three Tough Guys). 

The premise here, milked for more 
laughs than it’s worth, is that addiction 
to gold chains is the new scourge of the 
black community. The latest victim to 
“O.G.”’ — “‘overgold’’ — is Junebug 
Spade, whose brother Jack comes 
home from ten years in the army to 
avenge him against Mr. Big (John Ver- 
non), the honky behind the gold trade. 

Jack brings some former 
crimefighters out of retirement to help 
his crusade. They include Brown and 
Hayes, now partners in a barbecue 
joint, Hammer and Slammer’s, Steve 
James, a karate expert who claims he 
was coached by Bruce Lee — in acting, 
not martial arts; Antonio Fargas, who 
won the Pimp of the Year contest by 
reciting ‘‘My Bitch Betta Have My 
Money”’ in the talent competition; 
and Bernie Casey, the straight man of 
the bunch. 

The film could use less of Damon 
Wayans, the director’s brother, and 
Kadeem Hardison as Mr. Big’s black 
flunkies. These guys make Amos and 
Andy look bourgeois, and raise the 
question of whether this kind of humor 
spoofs stereotypes or reinforces them. 

Keenen Ivory Wayans, remembered 
for his Siskel and Ebert routine with 
Robert Townsend in Hollywood Shuf- 
fle, wrote and directed /’m Gonna Git 
You Sucka and stars as Jack. As an ac- 
tor he has serious matinee idol poten- 
tial, although he seems to prefer work- 
ing in comedy. He also has potential as 
a filmmaker, even if it’s only partially 
realized here. The higher-budgeted 
Sucka is slicker than Shuffle, but its 
calculated attempts at humor aren’t 
always better than the raw energy of the 
other movie.

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make audiences stand up and cheer. 
Whether it will remains to be seen. It’s 
structured as a black version of Stand 
and Deliver, which set Hispanic (and 
other) audiences cheering without 
Avildsen’s help. 

The source is obvious in the first 
scene, a flashback to 1967, when Joe 
Clark (Morgan Freeman) is a teacher. 
He gives the kids a history quiz ina TV 
gameshow format, and they love it. 
They love him and they love learning. 
So Clark is transferred out. His parting 
words are that the school ‘‘deserves 
what it gets.”” 

Twenty years later, we see what it 
got. Guns n’ Roses sing ‘“Welcome to 
the Jungle’’ behind the credits, and it 
fits. Eastside High School, Paterson, 
New Jersey, is a jungle, and the 
students rule. They’re not getting an 
education. Only about a third of them 
can pass a Basic Skills Test. If the figure 
can’t be raised to 75 percent, the state 
will step in and take over the ad- 
ministration of the school. 

His old buddy Dr. Napier (Robert 
Guillaume) suggests bringirig Joe Clark 
back to straighten things out, and talks 
Joe into accepting by telling him, 
**You’re nothing but an insignificant 
man. Your life hasn’t made a bit of 
difference.’’ Flattery gets him some- 
where, and Joe comes in with a kick-ass 
attitude, shouting orders through a 
bullhorn to faculty and students alike. 
How the teachers can function after he 
humiliates them in front of their 
students, I don’t know. 

One of Clark’s first official acts is to 
expel 300 of the worst troublemakers 
— one-tenth of the student body. The 
mass expulsion solves Eastside’s 
disciplinary difficulties. From that mo- 
ment on no student talks back to any 
teacher. The halls are repainted and a 
few select murals replace the old ran- 
dom graffiti. To keep drug dealers 
from coming in, Clark orders all the ex- 
its chained during school hours, an ob- 
vious safety hazard that eventually 
leads to his near-downfall. 

Now he can concentrate on educa- 
tion and preparing the kids for the 
Basic Skills Test. In a trial run the 
scores are no better than they were the 
previous year (although they change by 
a few points every time they come up in 
the script), so Clark institutes a peer- 
tutor program and remedial reading 
classes on Saturdays. 

He lightens up a little after the music 
teacher changes the dreaded school 
song to give it a doo-wop sound, but is 
still such a tyrant he doesn’t have to 
wield a baseball bat in more than one 
scene for the image to stick with him. 
Little episodes with students keep 
reminding us what a nice guy he is 
underneath, but vice principal Beverly 
Todd finally has to tell him, ‘‘You are 
thoughtless and cruel [to the teachers], 
and it hurts.” 

Her threat to leave brings him to his 
senses in time to deliver a pep talk to the 
school assembly just before the test. If 
you saw Stand and Deliver — or almost 
any movie since George Melies’ Trip to 
the Moon — you know how they’ Il do, 
but there are a few other predictable 
scenes to get through first. You may 
stand up and cheer — I just sat there 
and yawned. 

Morgan Freeman is a tremendous act- 
or, but he can’t do anything special with 
this cookie-cutter material. The best 
thing about the picture — and the thing 
that could make kids cut school to see it 
— is the music on the soundtrack, a fine 
mix of rock, rap and gospel. 

Blatant imitation has never been a 
box office deterrent, but it’s a sure way 
to lose my endorsement. Of the three 
films reviewed in this column, Lean on 
Me shows the least originality. I hope it 
has the desired effect of encouraging 
teachers to teach and students to study, 
but I have to reject it— on principal.

This four-piece, Chicago-based, 
two-guitar band called Eleventh 
Dream Day has an amazingly 
extensive set of roots that 
branches throughout rock 
history. Listen to its second LP, 
Prairie School Freakout 
(Amoeba), and you'll hear dues 
paid to all your favorites — from 
Neil to the Velvets to the 
Stooges to the Dream Syndicate 
— all rolled into a sonic fresh- 
ness that’s loud and raw but also 
pleasantly melodic, with a clean 
rhythm and thoughtful lyrics. 
Prairie was recorded live ina 








studio in Kentucky, a technique 
that helped the band achieve its 
fearless, down-to-earth sound. 
The band’s gotten rave reviews 
— including a top-ten listing in 
the Chicago Sun-Times along- 
side Randy Newman and Talking 
Heads — yet, in five years of 
existence, is still little-known 
outside of the underground.
